It 
came out yesterday that as long ago as Oct. 2

owned the building where the House of David 
is, had bought the establishment and is now 
conducting it as sole owner and proprietor. 

The House of David is one of the historical 
resorts of the town. Every one who is at all 
up on the city’s sportive side is supposed of 
course to know all about the House of David. 
It was established away back in the prehistoric 
past of ante-fire days. Its first abidwmg place 
was at Monroe and La Salle streets. It was 
established by David Thornton, a renowned 
and widely-beloved sport of that time, who 
adopted a fumiliar sériptural line to give his 
drinking place a name. Under Thornton the 
House of David acquired a wide fame. It was 
the place of Chicago in its day. After the 
fire the house was set up at 162-4 Clark 
street in a building of five stories, constructed 
especially to meet its requirements. The 
northern end of this stone front building was 
carried on a flying arch over the alley known 
as Arcade court, giving the place a somewhat 
peculiar appearance. Well, in due time 
“Dave” Thornton died and his widow suc- 
ceeded to the place. But it lost trade steadily 
and soon was an establishment of melancholy 
memories. Then “ Bully Faganand Charley 
Barber bought it. 


ä Who Figan Is. 

„Billy“ Fagan is a Chicago-born lad. He 
was of lowly parentage. Indeed his enemies 
say be is shanty-Irish.”” When he was a bit 
of a boy he entered the old wholesale whisky 
house of Pat O'Neill in South State street. 
He was at first keeper of the cigar stand, but 
being a witty and industrious youth he fought 
his way up in the business world just like the 
good boys in. the Sunday-school boo ks. 
Finally he attained the proud rank of mix- 
er or compounder for the house. That is 
his knowledge of red liquor was so exact he 
was intrusted with the blending of the whis- 
kies which O'Neill sold. But O'Neill died 
and his concern became the Stenson Whisky 
company. Billy, by this time, was in the full 
bloom of his vigorous youth and backed by 
the company he bought the failing House of 
David in partnership with Charley Barber. 
They paid, it is said, $7,000 for the shop, be- 
ing backed by the Stenson company, but 
they cleared their obligations to that con- 
cern withina year. Also they bought the 
five-story building where the house is on 
wind,” as the gams say, That is, they 
gave them their notes for $60.000 for the 
property. William Mahoney, then and now 
a big man in the Stenson company, took 
these notes and became thereby the real own- 
er of the building. 

But Fagan & Barber introduced sundry 
and various improvements inthe House of 
David.

BIG SHOE PAOTORY PARTLY BURNED 


The Morse-Coe Plant at Omaha Damaced 
About One Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


Omana, Neb., Oct. 13.—[Special. I The im- 
mense five-story building of the orse-Coe 
Shoe company, one of the largest manufactur- 
ing firms in Omaha, was extensively damaged 
by fire tonight. The flames broke out sud- 
denly all over the building. A general alarm 
brought the entire city department to the 
scene, but the mains were too small to afford 
water in sufficient volume to enable the whole 
department to work. This lack of water 
proved a very serious handicap. 

The fourth and fifth floors of the building 
where the fire was confined were filled with 
machinery used in the manufacture of shoes 
and a large quantity of stock in process of 
making up. It seemed almost impossible for 
a time to get water to the upper floors, but 


in an hour the firemen managed to secure 


svech connections as gave them the volume 
needed. By this time the flames had made 
such headway the top floors were completely 
cleaned out. On the lower floors the loss was 
principally caused by water. On the second 
and third floors was stored the finished 
stock, 

On the two floors burned was machinery 
valued at $30,000 and stock at as much 
more. This will be a total loss. The damage 
to the building will bring the loss up to a total 
of nearly $100,000. The building was in- 
sured for $35,000 and the stock was covered 
by a blanket policy containing the 80 per 
cent clause. 

Mr. Coe of the firm was seen while the fire 
was at its height. He said he hed no knowl- 
edge of its origin. He knew the machinery 
was shut down. dynamo and all, before 5 
o'clock and no one had been in the buildmg 
except the watchman. The flames first broke 
out at the rear of the basement near the ele- 
vator shaft and followed the shaft to the upper 
floor. Mr. Coe says his company will rebuild 
at once. The insurance men at once 
appointed a committee to investi- 
gate the failure of the firemen to secure 
water. Every big fire in the city. for the last 
two years has found the fire department 
handicapped by light water pressure. The 
city pays for first-class water service and the 
insurance men propose to know why they fail 
to secure it.

PROF. SWING’S OHUROH TO DISBAND. 


Probable Action of the Trustees at a Meet- 
ing This Tuesday. 

When the trustees of the Central Church 
meet next Tuesday it is expected they will 
propose to the congregation that it dissolve 
and that the Central Church come to an end. 
David Swing is dead, there is no one who cun 
fill his place, and it is not even probable that 
another service of the Central Church will be 
conducted. No service is arranged for today 
and Central Music Hall will be locked. There 
is much talk of a consolidation of the Central 
Church with Dr. Thomas’ People’s Church, 
and this consolidation to a certain extent will 
probably be carried out. That is, many 
of Prof. Swing’s 2,500 followers having no 
leader will turn to Dr. Thomas. But there 
will be nothing probably like a formal union 
of the two churches. Indeed there is nothink 
to unite. The Central Church wasa loosely 
found organization in a sense. It had no 
church property, no auxiliary institutions, and 
there were few persoual or social ties be- 
tween ite members. David Swing and David 
Swing alone held the great congregation 
together. Itis inevitable that a great many 
of them should go into Dr. Thomas’ congrega- 
tion for it is the only other down-town church 
at all similar to Prof. Swing’s. The two 
preachers were near friends and each had an 
unselfish admiration for the other. Dr. Thomas 
today can scarcely speak of the death of 
Swing or the future of his church without 
pain. Members of his family said yesterday 
nothing had been said to him about the possi- 
bility of combining the two congregations. 

A. M. Pence of the Board of Trustees of the 
Central Church said yesterday: We expect 
to meet Tuesday. Speaking for myself only 
I can say I think it is certain that the church 
will be dissoived. There is nothing to hold it 
together now. Another man might hold as 
large a congregation as this one, but it would 
not be made up of the samé people. The 
members have been attending the services at 
the hall for several years at a considerable in- 
convenience to themselves, and now they will 
return to church services in places nearer 
their homes, I do not doubt that a good many 
of them will go to Dr. Thomas, especially 
young men who are unattached, but I do not 
see how there could be a-combination of the 
two churches. There is nothing to combine.”

Today and Tomerrow=—Where the As 
sembinges Win Be Held. 


It was the people, rather than the Repub- 
licans of Pullman, Roseland, and Kensington, 
who assembled at Martin Hall in Pullman 
last night to hear Senator Cullom, Ald. O. R. 
Mann, Stephen A. Douglas, and Orville T. 
Bright speak upon the political issues of the 
day. If there was any doubt previously as to 
the attitude of the workingmen that doubt 
was settled last night so far as Pullman and 
neighboring towns. are concerned. Two 
thousand people crowded into a hall that 
was not infended to accommodate over 
1,500, and the result was not even 
standing room for all. those who 
came to the doors. Workingmen were there 
and were interested, Senator Cullom was the 
first speaker. He was received with cheers 
when introduced as the warmest friend and 
ablest defender of American workingmen in 
the United States Senate. The Senator first 
took up and discussed the prostrated condi- 
tion of American industries and American 
workingmen today, when all material condi- 
tions dictate they should be the opposite. He 
spoke of the closed mills of the West and the 
idle looms and factories of the East, all due 
to the incompetency of Democracy to carry 
out the task of government: that had 
been imposed upon it two years ago. 
The era of protection and good times, the 
Senator said, commenced in 1861 with the 
passage of the Morrill bill, a protection meas- 
ure. Between that time and the beginning of 
the second administration of Grover Cleve- 
land there had been no such serious and wide- 
spread paralysis of the industries of the coun- 


try. 

Senator Cullom then discussed the Wilson 
tariff bill, or rather the eighteen months of 
tariff tinke that the country has witnessed 
since the election of Cleveiand, ending with 
the passage of a tariff measure that was 
spurned by all representative Democrats as a 
fraud upon the party responsible for the meas- 
ure. He recalled Cleveland’s criticism, Roger 

. Mills’ and David B. Hill’s denunciation, 

urke Cockran’s refusal to recognize it as a 
party measure, and Tom Johnson's tearful 
admission that it was the worst crow he 
ever been forced to swallow. Senator Cul- 
lom’s remarks were conciuded with a reading 
of James G. Biaine’s prophecy of hard times, 
business suspension, and depression in the 
event of the passage of a revenue tariff law, 
and recalling the tact that the last eighteen 
months had proved Mr. Blame's aptness at 
prophecy. He then told his hearers that he 
did not want one of them to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket unless they really believed they 
were voting for their own best interests, and 
added That they must certainly believe from 
experience that their condition might be bet- 
tered by a return to Republicanism.

closed against the cheap labor of 
China and our action was approved 
by the enlightened world. We have the same 
reason to actin both cases. In Pullman we 
ought to know by this time, in the face of 
threatened free trade, the difference between 
wise Republican ruleand Democratic mis- 
government. You ought not to need Repub- 
nean speeches here. We did fairly well in 
this country under Republican rule; we were 
busy, our shops were open. The wise thing to 
do now is to restore the country to the Repub- 
licans. It would be a greater mistake to turn 
it over to the Populist party than to the 
Democratic party, and I want you to preserve 
American institutions and American work- 
ingmen’s interests.

Col, Robert G. Ingersoll was greeted 
crowded house at the Auditorium last night 
when he delivered his new lecture, About 
the Holy Bible.” As usual he held the audi- 
ence under his control from the moment he 
began te speak until the last sentence had 

his lips. The same sarcasm which 
held his hearers spellbound for years 
was there; he made the same unflinching and 
bold assertions which have for so long aston- 
ished and startled his hearers, and used the 
same arguments in support of his conten- 
tions against the Bible and all forms of creed. 
Fully 5,000 people were in the Auditorium 
when, at 8:30 o’clock, the lecturer made his 
appearance, He was not introduced by any 
member of the Press ciub, under whose 
auspices the lecture was given, but began to 
speak as soon as he came upon the stage. He 
was heralded with 2 applause, and 
throughout his discou the audience gave 
noisy expression of approbation. | 

Col. Ingersoll started the address the same 
as he did when last beard in this city in his 
lecture on The Mistakes of Moses. He 
said somebody ought to teil the truth about 
the Bible. The politician dared not because 
he would lose the election; the minister dared 
not because he would be driven from the pul- 
pit; the editor dared not because he would 
lose his circulation; the professor dared not 
as he would lose his place; the mer- 
chant dared not or he would lose 
his trade; the society man dared not, as he 
would lose caste; and even the clerk dared 
not, ashe would be discharged. But some- 
body, he said, ought to do it. and as he had 
the leisure he concluded he would attend to 
it himself. He believed. millions of people 
believed the Bible to be the inspired word and 
forgot its ignorance and savagery, remem ber- 
ing heaven and forgetting the dungeon of 
eternal pain. It wes not their fault, he said, 
as they believe us they have been taught. 

Origin of the Bible. 

The Colonel then spoke of the origin of the 
Bible, sayi Moses, for the purpose of con- 
trolling his followers, 82 he was in- 
structed and assisted by Jehovah, whom he 
had met face to face on Sinai’s top, and from 
him he had received the tables of stone on 
which the Ten Commandments were written. 
The Pentateuch, he said, was not written by 
Moses, and he d the same arguments 
against the Pentateuch as he did in 
his lecture, The Mistakes of Moses.“ If 
the Old Testament was inspired, he said, 
it should contain perfect philosophy, should 
perfectly accord with every fact in nature, 


‘should contain no mistakes in astronomy, 


logy, ot as to any subject of science. 
othing calculated to make man cruel, re- 
véngeful, vindictive, or infamous should be 
filled with intelligence, justice, purity, hon- 
esty, mercy ; and the spirit of liberty, opposed 
to strife and war, to slavery and lust, creduli- 
ty and superstition, should develop the 
brain and civilize heart, and, above 
all. should be true. Then he argued 
that the Biole did not satisfy this 
standard, and that the educated Christians 
admitted the writers of the Bible were not in- 
spired as to any science. Itis not moral, as 


it upholds slavery and sanctions polygamy. /| A 


Could a devil have done worse? It was not 
merciful, he said, as in war it commanded the 
destruction, the massacre, of all—the old, in- 
firm, helpless, the wives, and babes. The 
Bible, he claimed, is opposed to religious lib- 
erty and is enemy of art. It is not civil- 
ized, as it upholds lying, larceny, robbery, 
murder, the selling of diseased meat to 
strangers, and even the sacrifice of human be- 
ings to the great Jehovah. Jehovah, he said, 
was made by the imagination of barbarians. 


Amends the Ten Commandments. 


Col. Ingersoll denied the truth of the state- 
ment that the ten commandments are the 
foundatio: of all law. Long before these 
commandments were given there were codes 
of laws in India and Egypt; all of the Ten 
Commandments that are good were old, and 
all that were new are foolish. He presented 
some to take the place of those command- 
ments he considerea foolish. He then went 
into the worth of the Bible, beginning 
with Genesis, which he said had no 
worth, and was, moreover, untrue, as it con- 
tradicts itself. In Exodus, he claimed, there 
is not one reer thought or line of value; 
in Joshua nothing calculated to improve the 
world; and the same vith the Book of Judges; 
there is nothmg worth reading in the Firat 
and Second Books of Samuel, and no sugges- 
tions of inspiration in the First and Second 
Kings, and the First and Second Chronicles is 
but the 2 of the same 
the First Second Kimgs; the Book 
of Ezra, he said, is of no im- 
portance, not a word in Nehemiah is 
worth reading, and the inspired story of 
Esther is a tale of murder. The story of the 
book of Job he declared infamous. me of 
the Psalms he considered good, more indiffer- 
ent, and a few injurious. The Proverbs show 
shrewduess, with many pithy and prudent max- 
ims; some trivial, some foolish, and many 
wise. Ecclesiastes, which he said was written by 
an ostic. is the most thoughtful book in 
the Bible and if the interpolations are taken 
outitisin accordance with the thought of 
the nineteenth reper 4. the Song of Solomon 
he called a drama of love; Isaiah is the work 
of several, and has not the slightest tendenc 
to increase the well-being of man; —ů— 
contains nothing of importance, and Lamen- 
tations the continuance of the ravi of the 
same insane pessimist; Ezekiel he character- 
ized as of no use, Daniel a disordered dream. 

He compared the books with tho-e of great 
writers and declared the authors of Job and 
the Psalms far inferior to Shakspeare. 

Jehovah, he said, was not a God of Love, 
and after ing several verses taken from 
the Bible, asked, Was Jehovah God. or 
Devil?“ 

„Compared with Marcus Aurelius.“ said he, 
‘how small Jehovah seems. Compared with 
Abraham Lincoln, how cruel, how contemti- 
ble is this God.“ [Great applause. } 

Jehovah, he said, crea the world and 
placed therein a man and woman; the serpent 
deceived them and they were cast out and 
made to earn their bread. Jehovah had been 
thwarted. He told of numerous other trials 
in which, Mr. Ingersoll claimed, the Bible 
showed that every time Jehovah had failed. 

‘What an administration!’ he said sar- 
castically. ‘‘ As compared with the adminis. 
tration of Jehovah Iam patriotic enough to 
say that Grover Clevel has been a brilliant 
success. (Laughter and applause.) . 


Four Gospels Do Not Agree. 


Col. Ingersoll then discussed the New Testa- 
ment said that Christian scholars admit 
they do not know who wrote it.

GRIEVOUSLY BETRAYS HIS TRUST. 


Charles E. Anderson Is Locked Up fer Em- 
bezzling $22,000, 

Charles E. Anderson of No. 3606 Ellis ave- 
nue has confessed to embezzling $22.000 
from his employer, C. Norman Fay, and is 
locked up awaiting the action of the grand 
jury on his case. Anderson came from New 
York three years ago. He is a typewriter, 
stenographer, and bookkeeper and soon found 
etuplöyment as the private secretary of Mr. 
Fay, whose office is at No. 53 Dearborn street. 
He was intrusted with the entire care of Mr. 
Fay’s business in the latter’s absence and had 
access to the private vaults containing many 
thousands of doliarsin cash and securities. 
The cause of his downfall seems to be his in- 
fatuation for the theatrical business. 

When the opera Athenia was showmg in 
this city he became mixed up with the finan- 
cial management, it is , and lost large 
sums of money belon to his employer. 
Then he tried to make it up by plunging on 
"Change. This resulted in increasing the 
amount of his losses about one-half. He used 
up all the cash in sight and then sold 250 
shares of Edison stock belonging to his em- 
ployer, forging his name in the transaction. 

„ O. Slaughter & Co. disposed of the 
stock for him, givmg him a check payable to 
the order of Mr. Fay. 

A. O. Slaughter says the stock apparently 
was indorsed in reguiar form, and it was sold 
accordingly for Mr. Fay, and the money de- 

sited to the account of Mr. 1 in the 

orthern Trust Company Bank. This, Mr. 

laughter says, relieves him from all respon- 
sibility in the case, Itis also said Anderson 
held the power of attorney for Mr. Fay to check 
against his account. Mr. Fay will mot prose- 
cute Anderson if Slaughter & Co. will restore 
the value of the stock. The prosecution will 
probably be made by the brokers. There 
may be a civil suit between Slaughter & Co. 
and Mr. Fay and the outcome will largely de- 
termine Anderson’s status. Mr. Fay declines 
to make a statement. Anderson had intended 
to leave the city and had written a letter of 
confession to Mr. Fay, who returned unex- 
pectedly and had him arrested.

and one that sinks the first into almost insig- 
nificance at times is politics. The politics is 
of such a nature that one-half of the people 
are fighting the other half. This bitter feel- 
ing does not exif, as in other towng, only on 
the eve of in election; it rages at all seasons 
and months of the year with unabated fury. 

To be plain it ie a fight between those in 
sympathy with the coal company and those 
who are not, but the company officials them-

This antipathy among the people of Spring 
Valley is not of recent birth, but dates back 
from the time that S. M. Dalzell assumed the 


management of the coal properties here, and 


commenced with the victimiziag of miners, 
who, unfortunately for themselves, were not 
of the same shade of religious belief as the 
Many of these men were 
induced to locate here through advertise- 
ments in the papers and notices stuck up 
through the country, pointing out the many 
advantages in bringing their families and lo- 
cating here, such as cheap rent, cheap fuel, 
and steady work at good wages, etc., and 
when a new management took charge and 
gradually weeded out men who had 
come here to make their homes, many 
of them having already purchased 
lots of the company and built houses, a pall 
settled over the cify, and fora period of six 
months almost destitution prevailed while 
the process of discharging the old men and 
hiring new ones was going on. The reaction 
gave birth to the intense feeling that so gen- 
erally exists to this day against the company. 

One thing that has aided very materially to 
intensify this bitter feeling is the continued 
efforts on the part of the company to gain 
control of the city government, as many of 
the men whom they discharged received em- 
ployment in the streets and not a few from 
the business-men, and it evidently was their 
purpose to so manipulate the city machinery 
that their victims could not even receive em- 
ployment on the streets and would thus be 
compelled to ck up their effects 
and seek wor elsewhere. In the 
spring election of 1892 the company 
succeeded iu getting T. B. Jack elected Mayor 
by a small majority over Martin Delmagro, 
but they failed to secure a majority in the 
Common Council. Mr. Jack at the time was 
a promising yo hardware merchant, and 
it was hie populurity among the young people 
that put him in office. He was a manof com- 
manding appearance and shone quite brill- 
iantly in society. 

Although the company indorsed his candi- 
dacy, it was thought by the opponents of the 
corporation that any attempts to influence 
him or swerve him from doing what he con- 
sidered right would be met by flat failure. In 
this the anti-company people now think they 
were sadly mistaken, as every move the 
Mayor made had to them the appearance of 
company influence. The result was that Mr. 
Jack lost the confidence of his friends, lost 
his business, and in less than a year from the 
time he assumed control of the administra- 
tion was a bankrupt. 

During all this time the fight waxed hot and 
furious between the company’s Mayor and 
the anti-company Alderman. At times it be- 
came so warm a hand-to-hand fisticuff 
was barely averted by the prompt action of 
the police, appointees of the Mayor. On one 
occasion when Ald. Schneider, an anti-com- 
pany Alderman, insisted upon having a mo- 
tion put to the Council that had been regular- 
ly moved and seconded, but which displeased 
Mayor Jack, the latter ordered a policeman 
to throw Ald. Schneider out of the Council 
chaiaber. The Alderman resisted the attack 
of the policeman andin the méiée had his 
clothes badly torn. The next day the Mayor 
was arrested and fined. 

Although he was in the minority Mr. Jack 
did just as he pleased, and bills that the Coun- 
cil would not allow he signed for himself, to- 
gether with City Clerk Fay, who was said -to 
be more or less under his influence. 

This state of affairs lasted just one year, 
until Patrick J. O’Brien was elected Alder- 
man in the Fourth Ward. The company 
worked unceasingly to defeat O’Brien and in- 
fluenced a business-man named Bluchly to 
wake the race against him. Bluchly was de. 
feated by a vote of 210 to 40. The anti- 
company people carried four out of the five 
wards, failing only to secure the election of 
Fred Knowl President of the Miners’ 
Union, in the Fifth, where John B. Stone, a 
compary official, was elected. 

When the new Council was organized the 
anti-company Aldermen found an able leader 
in Pod O’Brien, as be was fawiliarly 
called. From the start he attacked 
the Mayor, and the latter for a time 
gnashed his teeth and tried hard 
to maintain his power, but in the course of 
two or three Council meetings he was com- 
pletely subdued and was forced to give in to 
the Aldermen who were fighting for an exam- 
ination of the city’s books by an expert. An 
investigation was ordered ani an expert em- 
ployed. The expert worked for an entire 
month and the result of his labors was the 
arrest of Mayor sack and City Clerk Fay on a 
charge of signing warrants, drawing money 
out of the city treasury without the knowledge 
or ebnsent of the City Council. It has not 
been officially given outhow much money 
was thus alleged to be drawn out, but it is 
estimated that it will aggregate $3,000.

SPLENDID REOORD OF PROTEOTION. 


Some of Its Benefits to the People of the 
United States. 

New York Recorder: Under it the increase 
from 1870 to 1880 in the amount of Ameri- 
can capital invested in manufacturing in- 
dustries was from $2,118,208,;769 to $2,- 
780,766,895, or alittle over 31 per cent, 
In the next decade, from 1880 to 1890, it 
was 120.76 per cent. And right there Cleve. 
lana’s election stopped it. 

The total amount of wages -paid to offi- 
cers, employés, and operatives engaged in 
American manufactures increased from 
$775,584,343 in 1870 to $947,953,795 in 
1880, an increase of 22.2 per cent. In the 
next ten years, from 1880 to 1890, the in- 
crease was greater than the whole amount of 
wages paid in 1880 and amounted to 131 per 
cent. Wages increased on the average in the 
last decade prior to Cleveland’s second elec- 
tion over $130 to each person employed, 

The value of American factory products in- 
creased from $4,232,325.442 in 1870 to the 
value of $5,349,191,458 in 1880, or 26 per 
cent, and the articles manufactured were 
cheaper, taking the average, than they were 
in 1870. But the increase from 1880 to 1890 


was $3,705,243,899, equivalent to over 69 


per cent, and again it can be said that every 
article of home manufacture was cheaper in 
1890 than it was in 1880. 

This is the splendid record of the results of 
the policy of protection. 
from 1870 to 1890—or, say, from President 
Grant to President Harrison, inclusive—Re- 
publican protective tariffs increased the value 
of the manufactured products of the country 
from 84.232, 325, to 89.054. 435,337, or

railroad man. 

General Menager Sutherland and O. 8. 
Clark, Prosecuting Attorney at Battle Creek, 
are positive that they have sufficient evidence 
to convict all the men charged with the crime, 
The evidence collected, they say, corroborates 
the confessions obtained, 

The train was wrecked just inside the cit 
limits of Battle Creek by removing the fis 
plates and spreading the rails. The train was 
moving at a high rate of speed and the engine 
was totally wrecked. Thomas W. Crowe, the 
fireman, was killed and fourteen of the crew 
and passengers were injured. Detectives were 
successful in gaining the confidence of Bode. 
wig. His confession with the others secured 
are said to lay bare a plot to wreck other 
trains as well as the Grand Trunk passenger 
No. 6. One of the other plots. was to wreck 
No. 23 or No. 9 a few nights before 
the fatal wreck. Some of the ar- 
rangements failed and the plan fell through. 
The next night another plan was made 
to ditch a train load of new employés at the 
Union street bridge. The train did not ar- 
rive when expected, and this 
abandoned. 

According to the confessions of the men in 
custody the tools used in wrecking the train 
were stolen from a Michigan Central switch 
tower. They had just completed the work of 
loosening the rails when heard the train 
coming. They hea the crash from a 
short distance and then all scattered to their 
homes. 

All the men now in custody will be taken to 
Battle Creek for trial. It ie said the whole 
truth of the magnitude ef the train-wrecking 
scheme has not yet developed. 


IT MAY BE A CHARGE OF MURDER. 


Three Men Locked Up After a Row with 
9 Michael Eugelin. 

Capt. ONeill of the Stock- Tards Station 
has two men— Michael J. Howe and John 
Howard—locked up in his station, but he does 
not know what charges he will prefer against 
them.

GOLD STAYS ABROAD. 


— — EXPORTS FROM LONDON, BUT 
SUPPLIES VASTLY EXCESSIVE. 


Silver Declines on Pressure of Sales from 


 Amertea, bat the Fall Is Not Likely to 
Extend = Siow Recovery from Last 
Week’s Slump in the Stock Market 
Wall Street.

Loxpom, Oct. 13,—No change has taken 
place here in the condition of the money mar- 
ket. There has been a small export of gold, 
but supplies are still vastly excessive. Silver 
has declined on the pressure of sales from 
America.

Exchanges 
are declining. The French Government will

in the stock markets is taking place slowly. 

The political situation has cleared some- 
what, but the condition of the Czar’s health 
still causes great anxiety. It is expected the 
Spanish Government will shortly issue a large 
loan in Paris. There is little doing in Amer- 
icans. The general public is keeping aloof 
and the operation of the professionals have 
bearish tendency. Atchison and Union 
cific are weak, owing to decreased earn 
Messrs. Luden and Pothenier are now crossing 
the Atlantic to represent the Dutch and other 
European holders of Atchison bonds in the 
investigation of its affairs. Louisville has 
improved on a more satisfactory statement 
emanating from the London agent in regard 
to the floatingdebt.

Wall Street Expects It and Sees Prosperity

street affairs for some time to come much 
may depend on political developments. Al- 
ready there are indications of a disposition 
on the part of brokers and speculators to 
discount sweeping Republican victories next 
month, and on that account there are 
wagers being made that we will forthwith have 
briskness and strength in the stock market. 
Democrats as well as Republicans are taking 
this position. On all sides there isagreement 
that Republican success at the polls in No- 
vember will be helpful, It will mean, so 
Wall street generally agrees, that the country 
has no sympathy with the tarif tinkering 
schemes which lately upset every business in- 
terest, and the election of a Republi Con- 
gress, on which Wall street is giving orders, 
is counted on as something which will exert 
tonic influence in every branch of trade. 

This notion that politics and the anticipa- 
tion of Republican victories may be of stock 
market consequence is especially held by im- 
portant operators whose will and transac- 
tions have much more than the average to do 
with the market’s course. Of these one! is 
James R. Keene. Another is Washington E. 
Conner. Other operators of similar 
strength are taking the same view. The 
fact that such men hold such views and are 
inclined to operate in the market on them is 
of importance in a large way. It may even 
be of influence enough to completely turn 
the whole market around. The coming week 
will show something as to that, as, if there is 
efficacy in the sentiment which prom- 
ises a political boom, we shall not have 
to wait till the day after election for 
it. Wall street is a discounting community 
and before there are election returns there 
will be ample transactions to show the stock 
exchange confidence. Thus, when the returns 
do finally come it will be much likelier that 
quotations will go down than up. however big 
the Republican majority, for wide-awake 
folks who buy vow will be ready to sell when 
the rest of the crowd gets ready to go in. 

Still if there be any such political sweep as 
now seems sure, it will not be at all remarka- 
ble if there should develop such a boom as 
would not only be of size but lasting. 

On the Verge of Gold Export. 


One of the most significant features of 
financial affairs this week has had to do with 
the sterling exchange market. We have had 
such a sharp advance in rates till for the last 
couple of days the market has been hovering 
right on the edge of gold export figures. It 
will require the variation of the most trifling 
fraction to induce shipment of the yellow metal 
abroad. In bankingcircles there isa deep. 
seated apprehension that the rates will get to 
the exportation point surely by the middie of 
the coming week, If so, and if gold does 
start from here in any considerable volume, 
we will be apt to have a decided bear move- 


ment in stocks. It is less than a month ago 


that our bankers and speculators were count- 
mæ just as surely on shipments of gold from 
Europe this way. The trouble with that ex- 
pectation was that it was based on artificial 
conditions, for those interested and count- 
ing on the move were themselves try- 
ing to make conditions. Natural conditions 
were ignored. That is nevera safe scheme, 
This time it acted as a decided boomerang, 
Stocks were pumped up on the anticipation of 
the imports, but instead of staying up they 
wenttoa lower level than ever. Now, if 
there should be some change in the situation 
and the present threat of exports should be

HAWAII NEEDS FARM LABORERS. 


The Government to Try te Displace Chi- 
nese and Japanse Coolies. 

Wasutneton, D. C,,. Oct. 13.—Minister 
Thurston of Hawaii will leave for Europe 
Wednesday, sailing on the steamer Paris, and 
during his absence Hawaiian matters in Wash- 
ington will de under the supervision of 
Chargé d’Affaires Hastings. There is no 
limit to the length of time I will remain 
abroad, said Minister Thurston today. My 
government gives me quite a task to perform. 
It is the desire of the Republic of Hawaii to 
offset ae much as possible Asiatic influences 
in our islends, caused by the presence of Chi- 
nese and Japanese, by $= encouraging 
European immigration. What we want 
most is to induce families to go to 
the islands, and settie on the plantations and 
cultivate the land. For this purpose I shali 
ret to London, where I propose to make 
inquiries as to the status of cheap farm labor 
with a view to securmg as many of them as 
possible as immigrants to Hawaii. There are 
no particular inducement being held bout to 
laborers from the United States to goto Ha- 
waii, because no better wages can be offered 
than those now prevailing in this country. but 
Iam informed the scale is far in advance of 
what is paid in Engiand. Should the English 
farm laborers and their families not evince a 
desire to avail themselves of the opportunities 
which I will throw in their way it is more 


than probable that I will eontinue my journey 


to Pottugal in quest of laborers. This labor 
problem is a very perplexing one to our peo- 
ple, and we are willing to resort to almost 
any measures to root out the Chinese and 
Japanese nuw on the islands. Incidentally I 
have learned, too, the Royalist Commissioner 
Widerfan. win be on the continent at the 
same time that I am, but his destination is 
Germany, I am informed.”

‘MAKING UP A GIANT CATALOGUE. 


List of the Books in the British Museum 
Being Prepared. Ae 
Lowpox; Oct. 7.—The end of this century 


library of the British Museum will be ready 
by that time. This work—the largest of the 
kind which has ever been undertaken—will 
contain a list of nearly all literary works of 
the past. The library of the British Museum 
contains now 1,750,000 volumes. and with 
the yearly addition of about 40,000 volumes 
the second million will have been reached in 
1900. The work was begun in 1881, and 
was expected to take forty years for 
its completion. But it advanced 
ly and could even: be, finished before 
the end of the century had Parliament grant- 
ed more muney towards it. The first cat- 
alogue of the library of the British * 
was finished in 1787 and consisted two 
volumes folio in manuscript. In 1819 it bad 

wn to eight volumes. A new edition was 
— in the thirties. A small part — the let- 
ter A—was printed, the rest was written. 
This work was finished in 1851 and consisted 
of 150 folio volumes. In 1875 the catalogue 
had grown to 2,000 and five ee later to 
8,000 volumes. Now it was decided to print 
the catalogue in order to abolish the disorder 
which had gradually crept in and to save 
room. In the printed cata! the letter 
„A“ has been brought down from 120 vol. 
umes of manuscript to 23, letter B 
from 132 to 85 volumes, The whole new 
catalogue will consist of 600 volumes con- 
taining 3,000,000 book titles, 2 


THREE COSTLIEST BIBLES EXTANT. 


Two Are in Londen and Paris Museums 
and the Third tn a Convent, 

Lowpor, Oct. 7.—The three most valu- 
able Bibles are to be found in the British 
Museum, the Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris, 
and the Convent of Belem near Lisbon. 
The first is a manuscript written by Alcuin 
and his pupils. This Bible was presented to 
Charlemagne in 800 A. D. on the day of his 


belonged to a citizen of Basle, who offered it 
to the French Government at the price of 
42,000 francs, It was eventually bought by 
the British Museum for 4750. The leaves 
of this fine book are rich in magnificent 
vignettes and arabesques. The heading of 
the chapters and the name Jesus“ 
are executed in gold letters all through. The 
figures Bo 9 . the cos- 
tume o century su peced 
that they represent Chatlon and 1 euin. 
The Paris Bible was printed in 1527 at the 
order of Cardinal Ximenez and was dedicated 
to Pope Leo X. One of the three printed 
copies was sold in 1789 to an Englishman 
for 12,000 francs. The copy was presented 
in 1840 to Louis Philippe, who gave it to 
the Bibliotheque Nazionale. The Bible of 
Belem consists of nine folio volumes and is 
written on parchment. Junot broughs it in 
1807 to Paris. When Portugal wished to buy 
the Bible back it was held by Mme, Junot at 
150,000 francs. But Louis XVIII. ordered 
its free return to the Portuguese Govern- 
ment. ' 


GROWTH OF EUROPEAN CITIES, 


Report of Prof. Boeckh Touching the In- 
crease of Population, 

Buntaw. Oct. 7.—According to a report 
of Prof. kb about the increase in popu- 
lation in éighty-eight European cities during 
the period from 1880 to 1890 Dusseldorf 
takes the first place, with an increase of 
41.9 per cent. Next come Magdeburg, 
39.1; Stockholm, 38.4; Chemnitz, 38.1; 
Rome, 37.5; Nuremberg, 36.1; Crefeld and 
Halle, 35.1; Munich, 34.9; Berlin, 34.5, 
etc. Six cities had an increase of 30 to 35 
per cent respectively, fourteen of 25 to 80, 
nine of 20 to 25, seventeen of 15 to 20, nine- 


less than 5 per cent. Two cities showed a 
decrease of population—Liverpool, 6.45, and 
Nantes, 1.36 per cent. The natural increase 
by births was the largest in Durtmund, 19 
per cent, while the largest increase by new 
settlers is shown by Rome, with 33 per cent.

They Prefer to Vote for Both Mrs. Flower 
and Dr. Jutta Holmes Smith and One 

Man Rather than for Two Men and One 
Woman urs. Charlotte C. Holt Says the 
Democratic Women Are Having a Hard 
Campaign StruggieHow to Register 
and Vote Coming Meeting. 
In the central and southern portion of the 
State it appears women are not being asked 
to stand as loyally by their respective party 
tickets as they are in Chicago. It was learned 
yesterday at the headquarters of both the 
Woman's Campaign committees that there is 
a disposition for beth Republican and Demo- 
cratic women alike to vote for Mrs, Flower 
and Dr. Julia Holmes Smith and one other 
candidate rather than to stand by their re- 
spective tickets and vote for one woman 
two men. This is the thung which politicians 
in Chicago have feared would be done, and the 
women here have persistently advocated 
that each side should stand by ite party 
candidate in order that the women might re- 
main in favor with the party leaders. It has 
been thought to be bad politics for them to 
flock by themselves, since women candidates 
were named out of courtesy and at the re- 
quest of the women who are now managing 


the campaign. - 

But it is not the women alone in other parts 
of the State who are urging that two of the 
women candidates be voted for. There are 
men who advocate the same thing. Yester- 
day Richard P. Morgan, one of the present 
Democratic Trustees, addressed the Demo- 
cratic women at their campaign headquarters 
and told them it would be a good thmg if all 
three women were elected. He said: 

I feel sure that it would bew 
both Dr. Smith and Mrs. Flower, altho 
latter is not a Democrat. It would be of great 
aid to the institution to have women on the 
Board of Trustees. They would doit more good 
than any dther one thing. Why,there are hun- 
dreds ~ women in the State who will not send 
their girls to the State University now because 
they do not think they would be properly looked 
after. If half the members of the 
women confidence wouid be ins and the 
number of girl students would consequently in- 
crease. There would be more boys, too, for 
matter. 

Mr. Morgan said further when he was 
elected Trustee in 1890 th »re were no women 
about the institution except those who 
scrubbed. Now he said there were four or 
five women teachers and elarge number of 
girl students. Becuse he had believed wom- 
en could help the institution he had been con- 
sidered their champion by other members of 
the board. It was from experience that he 
spoke as he did in favor of electing women

DEMOCRATIC WOMEN HAVE HARD TIME. 


Mra. Cherlotte C. Holt Says So in a Speech 
at the Palmer House. 

One hundred women attended the Demo- 
cratic woman’s meeting in the Balcony club 
rooms of the Palmer House yesterday and 
considerable enthusiasm was manifested. 
The Saturday afternoon general meetings of 
the Democratic women have proved a good 
move om their part. Mrs. Charlotte C. Holt 
was the principal speaker. She said the Dem- 
ocratic women had a pretty hard time this 
year to get votes. She continued: 

Among the rich women it is popular to be Re- 

blican. I can see very plainly. The Ke- 
publican party seems to befor wealth rather 
than forthe people. Then again there is the 
Populist party which is making considerable of 
an effort this year. It is going to get the votes 
which are opposite in character to those of the 
wealthy. That leaves us in the middle. Wea 
unfortunate in that respect. Besides, we are 
business-women. and have not the time to devote 
to practical political work we would like to bo- 
stow on it. uch has been said about women 
not understanding the principles of the different 
partie. The same can fairly be said of the men. 

believe in social life myself, and I have formed 
my opinion of the two parties from study and 
reading the newspapers, The Republican party 
tends to paternalism. In the conduct of the 
goverument it assumes the attitude of the gen- 
erous parent. The Democratic party;on the 
other hand, doesn’t believe in special privil 
but in looking after the rights of all. eo 
there are the Populists. I think there is a — 
deal of sentiment in their campaign. Without 
apparently knowing it they are like the Repub- 
lican party in the matter of paternalism. The 
oniy difference is that they want paternalism for 
the poor while the Republican party exercises it 
for the rich. We are now suffering the results of 
high protectionism—otherwise paterualism. We 
went at too swift a gait and, unhappily for the 
Democrats, it came into power just as the reac- 
tion set in.

of the State University. Gen. Hermann Lieb 
addressed the meeting and strongly advocated 
the cause of women in politics. e said if a 
woman could rightly manage a household she 
could manage the university, the only differ. 
ence being that one was larger than the other. 
Another speaker was Mrs. Florence Meech, 

Mrs, John C. Richberg, who has charge of 
organizing Democratic women of the 
State, submitted a report covering the work 
done in 100 towns. She gave a listof women 
in the different towns and counties who have 
been appointed to take charge of campaign 
work in their locality. From most of them 
she had received encouraging reports. 

It was decided that the members of the 
meeting would see thata woman was stationed 
at each of the poiling places. The plan would 
be to have one woman in every precinct. To 
lighten the work a woman after voting and 
remainin long will request some other 
woman coming to the poll to remain a certain 
time, and in this way it is thought there will 
be a woman advisor on hand the greater part 
of the day.

STILL-UNDER THE TRUST'S THUMB. 


Rebellion of Grocers Will ad When 
Their Stock of Sugtr Gives Out. 

After a week spent in cutting the price of 
sugar wholesale grocers are as much under 
the thumb of the American Sugar Refinery 
company asever. In other words, the trust 
doesn’t care a fig, according to admissions 
made by inaugurators of the fight. It has 
come to light that the real cause of the troubie 
was not that the Grocers’ Association went 
back on its original arrangements to make a 
little profit on sugar bya tacit combination, 
but.the fact that the trust went back on the 
wholesalers and began to sell to jobbers out- 
side the wholesalers’ ring, or to anybody else 
who had the money to pay for the goods. 
This at once broke the combination among 
the wholsesalers, because the jobbers went to 
cutting under the price to secure trade. 

The recent thorough airmg given to the 
affairs of the Havemeyer-Searls crowd has 
had the effect of making them a trifle scared 
and they did not dare to refuse to sell to peo- 
ple who happened to be outside the whole- 
salers’ combination: However, the trust re- 
mains unaffected by the slash in prices, be- 
cause it rests ir the calm assurance that it 
controls over nine-tenths of the sugar refined 
in this country and knows the wholesale deal- 
ers will have to come bach and pay the trust 
price as soon as their stocks on hand have 
run out. 

It will be impossible for us to keep on 
selling granulated sugar at 4½ cents,“ said 
one of the leaders of the defunct Illinois 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association yesterday. 
% We have been enabled to do so fer a short 
time because we laid in a stock before 
the advance a long time ago ‘hat 
stock actually cost us less than 4 cents. 
but it will run out after a while and then we 
must pay the trust price, 4.62 cents. Every 
house in this town is similarly fixed. One of 
the largest and stréngest firms in Chicago 
and in the West at the time of the panic, when 
sugar was way down, chose to store up its im- 
mense ready money resources in its vaulte so 
as to be absolutely safe rather than invest it 
in sugar, and that house now has a com- 
paratively light stock. 

“Asa matter of fact the trust itself is able 
to sell sugar at 4.62 cents and make the 
profits it reouires only because it laid 
in an enormous stock of tav sugar 
previous to the passage of the new law 
which places an import tax on it. When that 
stock of raw material is used up the trust will 
raise the price of :refined sugar just the 
amount of the tax. Meanwhile the system 
inaugurated under the auspices of the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, which was 
simply in substance an arrangement to — 
vent the merchants of one city from invading 
the territory of another city by an accommo- 
dated schedu e of prices, is knocked in the 
head by a non-systematic competition on the 
part of outsiders, and spasinodic competition 
may ensue which will cut into the small mar- 
gin made by the wholesaler under the old sys- 
tem. The American Sugar Refinery company 
will continue to exact its profits as usual.” 


SHOT DOWN BY E»RAG.D SLAVS. 


Whoiesale Fusillade Indulged In, with One 
Dead and Uthers Injured, 

Wirxessarre, Pa., Oct. 18.—As a result of 
a drunken riot at Maltby, a small Hungarian 
settlement near this city, one person was 
instantly k lied, two fatally wounded, and two 
others seriously injured. The killed and in- 
jured are:

A Slav named Michael Paloski was the 
cause of the wholesale shooting. Early in the 
morning Paloski became intoxicated, and go- 
ing to the saloon of John Moore started a 
quarrel. He was ordered from the saloon, 
and becoming enraged started for his home 
to geta shotgun. On his way back to the sa- 
loon he encountered Dan Ryan, who was sit- 
ting with Lizzie Fosky and Maggie Moore. 
Ryan advised Paloski to go home, but the 
latter raised his gun and fired. The two girls 
received most of the shots and fell to the 
porch. John Moore, who had been attracted 
by the shootings quickly picked up his sister 
and Ryan gathered up the Fosky giri. Before 
the men were able to get inside the door the 
drunken fiend emptied the contents of the 
second barrel into the girls, Moore receiving 
part of the load in his knee. 

The shooting attracted a large crowd and 
Paloski was joinea by two of his countrymen, 
who were also supplied with guns. John Jen- 
kins attempted to arrest Paloski n he re- 
ceived a load of shot in his stomach. The 
crowd then rushed upon the Slavs and at- 
tempted to disarm them, but the three men es- 
house and barri- 
eaded the door. The crowd an to fall back 
and as they did so one of the three man fired, 
but the shot did not take effect.

Express Messenger Sys the Men Secured 

' - Something Like $150,000—<He Tells the 
Story of How the Men Entered the Car 
After Blowing the Door te Pieces with 
Dynamite—Police on the Track of the 
Desperadoces=More of the California 
Robbery. 

Wasumdrox, D. C., Oct. 13.—Details of 
last night’s hold-up at Quantico of the north- 
bond express train on the R:chmond, Freder- 
icksburg and Potomac railroad add to its 
daring character and alac tend to show several 
of the robber gong were men of experience 
in the railroad business. Express Messenger 
Crutchfield thinks the booty secured was 
$150,000 or more. He gave this account of 
the robbery: : 

„ But one robber entered the car. He was 
of heavy build and dressed like a farmer, al- 
though he seemed to thoroughly understand 
the express business; he had a red handker- 
chief over the lower part of his face. When 
the train was stopped I opened the door of 
my car. The robber fired a shot at me. I 
fired back and closed the door. He called 
Open the door.’ I did not do it, Open 
that door or I’il blow the whole car to pieces 
with dynamite,’ Then he threw a stick of 
dynamite. It struck the door and shattered 
it and the casing. The force kaocked me off 
my feet. I then opened the door. The robber 
came in and made me open the 
safe. He took everything. There was 
one package which he must have thought 
contained only papers, for he threw it into 
the box. It contained $6,000. Then he said, 
‘Open that other safe.“ ‘That ‘is simply a 
deadhead safe,’ Isaid. Show me your way- 
bill for it.’ ‘I started to get the bill and he 
said, Keep your hands up. Show me the 
paper; I’ll get it.“ He looked at the bill and 
was satisfied the second safe contained noth- 
ing, which was true, We had seven or eight 
through express pouches, each containing 
packages of money, how much I cannot 
guess. man cut a small slit in each 
pouch and took every package.“ 7 

The Adams Express company is thoroughly 
aroused to the im portance of robbery and 
has taken steps for vigorous pursuit of the 
gang. George W. Ross, the loca! agent of 
the company, left here early this morn for 
Quantico, where he will make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the robbery and will direct the 
work of detectives, who will endeavor to run 
the robbers down. The police authorities are 
inclined to blame the express messenger for 
failing to offer resistance, and the belief is 
expressed among them that the work was ac- 
complished through the codéperation of some 
one of the train crew. 

New York, Oct. 13.—L. C. Weir, President 
of the Adams Express compaay, said as the 
way bills were destroyed they could not judge 
as to the amount of money lost.

Indignation at thé Attempt to Annoy Mr. 

Morten by the Arrest of His Coachman 

No Political Capital Can Be Made Out 

ef the Scheme—Vain Attempts to Con- 

mect Republican Campaign Managers 

with the A. F. Aue President Ex- 

pected te Return This Week. 


Wasurveton, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
There is general indignation expressed here 
over the part the Treasury Department has 
taken in annoying ex-Vice-President Morton 
over his coachman. Opinions are freely er- 
pressed that the prosecution is a petty politi- 
cal trick in every way unworthy of a digni- 
fied public officer. Assistant Secretary Scott 
Wike of Illinois appears to have the matter 
in charge, and as a concession today tele- 
gtaphed to permit Howard, the detained 
coachman, to have the privilege of consult- 
ing counsel. There appéars to have been ap 
effort to treat the coachman as if he were 
guilty of a penal offense instead of a misde- 
meanor, and the whole affair is being talked 
of as well worthy of the administra- 
tion which has discharged the men 
who gave honest - testimony before 
the Ford’s Theater jury and which has 
dropped others from the rolle because they 
were unpleasant im office. Republicans 
bere declare the Treasury Department bas 
gone out of ite way to annoy Mr. Morton be- 
cause he is a candidate for Governor of New 
York. They point out the fact that there 
have been no convictions under the law, at 
least so far as personal servants are con- 
cerned, and a coachman, it would seem, ought 
to come under that category. It is said some 
of the shining lights in the Treasury Depart- 
ment hatched up the scheme for a silly prose- 
cution during the last weeks of the campaign 
in the Hope it would injure the Republican 
candidate with the workingmen. Several 
Demécratic political managers have declared 
the prosecution was a mistake, that it 
is based on the letter and not the 
spirit of the law, and even if justifi- 
able it should have been held over 
until after election, a 3 the people of New 
York will now believe the power of the Fed- 
eral Government has been prostituted by un- 
scrupulous subordinates to annoy a political 
opponent. The Republican managers say the 
affair will help Mr. Morton, and they are 
willing that all publicity should be given to 
the facta, which will show the prosecution of 
the coachman to have been essentially puerile 
and malicious.

FIGHTING BOND INVESTMENT SCHEMES. 


Postoffice aud Judicial Department Offi- 
cers Are Having a Busy Time. 
Wasutineron, D. C., Oct. 18.—The continued 
operations of bond investment organizations 
are causing constant work at the Postoffice 
Department. The latest company barred from 
the use of the mails is the Equitable Loan and 
Security company of Atlanta, Ga., the ground 
being their scheme is similar to that con- 
demned by the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
the McDonald test case. The company prac- 
tically operated a bond investment scheme. 
Assistaut Attorney-General Thomas, who is 
conducting the prosecution of tho violators of 
the lottery laws, said today: Our work is 
principally with bond investment com- 
panies «and against avowed lotteries. 
The business operated by the big 
concerns is on the decrease but 
more of the smaller ones have come to 
my knowledge in the last two or three months 
than heretofore.

President of 
the Providence Bond and Investment com- 
pany. In Cincinnati the Enterprise Savings 
Association is suing the Postmaster to com- 
him to receive ana transmit fts mail.

Out of al these 
cases the probability is the law 
in relation to bond investment com- 
panies will be well settied by the courts 
during the next two or three months. There 
are two factors in the destruction of their 
business, the war made by the deparfment to 
exclude their literature from the mails, and 
the fact that they are actually fraudulent and 
are not conducting their schemes honestly.

OHIOAdO NATIONAL BANK REPORT. 
Reduction in the Money Reserve of Over 
$6,882,000 Is Noted. 

Wasninator, D. C., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
The statement of the condition of the national 
banks of Chicago at the close of business Oct. 
2, as compared with the report made July 18, 
shows an increase in the loans and discounts 
of 62.457.722. There is an increase of 
$4,875,397 in the amounts due from national 
banks and $889,417 .in the clearing house ex- 
changes. The money reserve has dropped off 
$6.882,430, the specie 
$1,823,765, the gold coin decrease being 
$1,312,866. The individual deposits show 
an increase of $243,626. The average re- 
serve held has been reduced from 88.63 per

WORLD'S FAIR IN MINIATURE. 


Plan to Take a Facé-Simile Around the 
Covatry as a Show. 

Now the World's Fair buildings and grounds 
are to be picked up part and parcel and car- 
ried around the country for exhibition. Peo- 
ple who live in and near the small gities all 
over the country, who for on® reason or an- 
other did not have an opportunity to view, the 
great White City in ite glory in 1898, . wilt 
have the opportunity to view it near their 
homes as perfect as it appeared the 
day and evening of Chicago day.” 


All the buildings, all the landscape and sculp- 


ture, the lagoons, and the fountains are to be 


built over again and taken where they may be 


een by those who did not see them at Jack- 
son Park, or who, having seen them there 
once or twice or a dozen times, can look again 
upon them. The outline of tne undertaking 
came first into the brain of Charles Schneider, 
a Chicagoan, who had not the means or in- 
fluence to carry the plans to completion. He 
pondered over the matter several weeks 
and eight months ago sought an audi- 
ence with G. W. G. Ferris, the de- 
signer and patentee of the Ferris wheel. 
Mr. Ferris at once became interested in the 
undertaking and consulted the best known 
architects and engineers of his acquaintance.

Csuimisctoncr of the Health Department 
em Ask $200,000 to Give Chicago the 
Best Infectious Disease Infirmary in 


_ < Amerion=Patients to Be Isolated Ac- 
cording to the Stage of Their Attack 
Madden Favors Ample Preparation to 

' Fight the Pest This Winter. 

Commissioner Reynolds of the Health De- 
partment will lay before the Council tomor- 
row evening plans for a new smallpox and 
contagious disease hospital. He will warn 
the Aldermen that there is likely to be an- 
other scourge of »mallpox the coming winter 
and ask them to provide the means for effect- 
ively fighting the dread malady. During the 
summer Dr. Reynolds visited the principal 
cities of the United States and Canada to ex- 

‘amine personally all of the various hospital 

systems in use and now he will offer the 

Council a combination of the most advanced 

ideas for adoption in Chicago. | 

The plans are fora buiiding to occupy a 
site facing Thirty-fourth street, between Ham- 
lin and Lawndale avenues, recently purchased 
by the city real estate agent for the purpose. 

There are to be two small buildings detached 

from the main building, One of these is for 

a temporary detention hospital for all suspect 

cases pf contagion and such cases wherein a 

complete and satisfactory examination can- 


not be made at once. This building is to 


contain three wards, with requisite bath 
and dressing rooms. Across the walk from 
the detention wards is shown a small house 
or lodge for the keeper, with appropriate liv- 
apartments. In the rear of these two 
buildi ia shown the administration build- 
ing, with 4 rooms, Superintendent’s 
rooms, dining-room, offices, ths, closets, 
kitchen, and extra dining-room. The main 
corridor leads to the doeturs’ quarters and ot 
fices, the steward’s office and rooms, drug 
store and store rooms, Back of this the 
servants’ quarters, and still further back is a 
garbage crematory for all animal and vege- 
table matter. 
and crematory for human bodies, as 
it is the intention to cremate all smallpox pa- 
tients and thus do awgy with all danger of 
spreading the pest from source, Theam- 
bulance sheds and stables are to the left of 
the morgue and crematory. 

The center line of these buildings di- 
vides them into two parts or sections, making 
the male and female wards separate. Run- 
ning from the front qine of the administra- 
tion building to the right is the receiving 
room, practically detached from the main 
building. This receiving apartment contains 
a seriés of bath and dressing rooms, After 
patients are stripped, their cases diagnosed 
thoroughly, and they are assigned to wards, 
it isso arranged that their clothing may be 
sent direct to the disinfecting room, Patiente 
are then sent to the proper wards and are 
given proper treatment. There are two 
wards in each of the two wings and sixteen 
beds to each ward. This is in addition to the 
detention wards. The rooms are so arranged 
that when a patient enters he is sent to the 
proper ward for treatment, and is changed to 
other rooms as his case improves until he 
finally leaves at the other end of the build. 
ing when cured. In this way patients 
in Farious stages of the disease are not 
thrown together, but violent cases are kept in 
one place together, those less violent in an- 
other, and the convalescente in another. Al- 
together the plan is as complete as it is pos- 
sibie to make it for the money. 

Gommissioner Reynolds will ask for $200,- 
000, the amount deemed absolutely neces- 
sary for the institution. This amount wil 
furnish Chicago with a new and modern 
smallpox hospital, with all known improve- 
ments. It is thought with such a hospital the 
Health Department may feel prepared to 
meet any sort of epidemic, even. cholera, 
without fear. All provision is made 
for humane and proper handling of 
patients and with the best meth- 
ode for the protection of the community. 
As the department is now equipped many 
persons have the idea that they may as well 
go to the morgue as to the Smallpox Hos- 
pital, but with a modern hospital, properly 
arranged for the care of tients, 1t will be 
far seater than in one’s own home not only to 
the patient’s friends and associates but to the 
patient himself. 

What will be done with the communication 
of Commissioner Reynolds by the Council is 
rather uncertain at present. It probably will 
be sent to the Finance committee, which al- 
ready has the request of Commissione Rey- 
nolds for a special appropriation of $75,000 
to run the department until the new appro- 
priation is made, Chairman Madden of the 
committee has said he is in favor of the new 
hospital, and that it will be provided for by 
the committee at once, so that, if possibie, it 


can be erected this fall and ready for use |

POSTAL OLERKS ARE UP IN ARMS. 


Postmaster-General Bissell Issues an Order 
That Is Not Popular. 


The railway postal clerks of the United 
States are up in arms over the order of Post- 
master-General Bissell compelling each clerk 
to establish his residence at some central 
point on his run, before May 1. 1895. The 
order was issued June 1, and was not to be 
operative for eleven months. A second order 
has now gone out demanding immediate com- 
pliance unless a good excuse can be offe 
for a delay until May 1. At the reading- 
room of the railway mail clerks runnimg into 
Chicago, yesterday, the new order was the 
universal topic of conversation, One of the 
Pittsburg and Fort Wayne clerks said: 

“There are 120 clerks on my line, fifteen 
of whom livg off the line, but none of them 
over fifty miles. They always report for duty 
promptly, and never miss a run. Two or 
three own farms five orsix miles from the 
line and work during their lay off. The new 
order will compel every man to sell or rent 
his homie and remove with his family to some 
city where he has no acquaintances no 
home ties. By and by they will issue orders 
compelling us to live in a certain ward, and 
in that way some Ohicago Congressman, for 
instance, could colonize 800 or 400 votes. 

A clerk on the Chicago, Fort Madison and 
Munsas City line said: 

„% We will all unite secretly and appeal to 
our Congressman, The reason we get so few 

rivileges now is because we are so scattered. 

f they enforce the order that will centralize 
us they will find we can then appeal to Con- 
gress nore effectively than now.” 

Supt. L. L. Troy of the Chicago division 
told the government side of the story, as fol- 
lows: ** The order is for the good of serv- 
ice and applies only to men appointed years 
ago. For the last six or eight years every 
new appointee has been required to agree to live 
on the line of his run before receivmg his ap- 
pointment. Sickness, ents, blockades, 
strikes, etc., often disarrange the schedules, 
so that men are often called upon to go out 
on extra runs. The men who live off the line 
cannot be reached and the clerks of recent 
appointment who live near by catch all the 
extra service.”’ 


MEETING OF THE LAWYERS’ OLUB. 


Resolutions Are Passed ef Interest to the 
Legal Fraternity. 

The Lawyers’ club held a meeting at its 
rooms in the Lafayette Building yesterday, at 
which a number of resolutions of interest to 
the legal fraternity were passed. The thanks 
of the club were tendered to Jobh J, Knicker- 
bocker for the presentation to the club uf a 
life-size portrait of his late brother, Judge 
Joshua C. Knickerbocker of the Cook County 
Probate Court. The resolutions all embodied 
the presentation to the Legislature of peti- 
tions for the improvement of various statutes 
by means of bills prepared by the club, The 
most important resolution was one re- 
lating to the signing of bilis of exception by 
Judges other than the trial Judge. For 
over twenty years in this State there has 
been no law or practice which justifies 
one 4 in signing a bill of ex- 
ceptions in a case tried by another 
Judge or approving an appeal bond. By 
reason of sudden deaths among the Judges 
numerous instances have arisen in which irrep- 
arabie injury has been done to litigants 
through lack ol — 4 72 in this regard. 
The resolution pa by the club sets up that 
there exists the necessity of a law to enabie 
Judges to sign bills of exeeption in case of in- 
ability to act as the trial Judge, A resolution 
was also passed suggesting that it is necessary 
that an appropriation be made by the State to 
enable the Justices of the Supreme Court to 
employ stenographers. Another resolation 
was passed suggesting that an act be passed 
to select Commissioners to expend not less 
than $9,000 in purchasing a heroic bronze

Moreover, he 
could not breathe yet, because the thorax was 
still compressed by the soil. 

He never lost consciousness, and as the men 
carried him away he saw a littie wild yellow 
canary sitting on a spray and heard it sing. 
As the bird flew off he fancied he was flying 
after it and F on one twig or another, 
just as it did. The sky seemed of a different 
color than usual, it also seemed grander, and 
the country more beautiful, and he was so 


} stooping of the shoulders. There is ug reason 


whatever in bending the body forward in or- 
dinary riding, the seat and handles can 
always be adjusted so that perfect erectness is 
maintained. In this it compares more than 
favorably with horseback riding when a side 
saddle is used, the distortion of the spine in 
that torturing attitude bemg inevitable and 
unavoidable, 

That brings me to the curious plea that it is 
unnatural for a woman to ride astride, though 
it is perfectly apparent that tho bicycle seat in 
no way differs from the ordinary chair or 
stool, except that it is of smaller area and 
made to conform to the contours of the body 
more nearly. I have tra veied throughout the 

where have I ever seen a native 
riding anyway but astride. In 
India, Ceylon, Java, China, and Japan 
when a woman goes on horseback she 
sits like a man. Arabs, Turks, and Persians 
al ways do, and in Palestine | saw many wom- 
en on horses, mules, donkeys, and cameis 
and always in what I am eure is the way nature 
intended us all to ride. Our oon Indian wom- 
en in all the Americas ride so. The remains 
of classical antiquity make it certain that no 
Greek or Roman woman ever thought it nec- 
essary to face forward by turning her body at 
right angles when on horseback. Customs are 
immutable in the Orient and just as surely as 
the Holy Family fled into Egypt with the aid 
of the mules and-donkeys of the country just 
eo surely did the mother of our Lord sit 
astride as she rode. 

Indeed, the custom of riding sideways can- 
not be traced farther back than to the mid- 
night darkness of the Middie Ages, Some 
Queen, afflicted with a paintul disease of the 
hip, found herself unabie to sit her horse as 
others did and shielded her illness and de- 
formity by setting a new fashion. We read in 
“The Remains Concerning Britain,’’ pub- 
lished in 1614: 

Queen Anne, wife of Richard II., first taught 
English women to ride on side-saddles, whereas, 
theretofore, they rode astride. 

This is the Queen whom Shakspeare made 


much affected by the wondrous beauty of the } to say—in quite another connection, it is 


spectacle as to shed tears. 
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My legs can keep no measure in delight. 

And that, perhaps, is a reason why more 
women do not ride bicycles today. Besides, 
the origin of the eidesaddie is distinctly Bo- 
hemian; for this poor Anne was the sister of 
King Wenceiaus of Bohemia and brought the 
innovation with her from that kingdom. 

To return to the bicycle costume, which I 
have noticed is finding the same favor in West- 
ern America it had in France and England. 
Whether divided skirte are proper or not may 
be merely a question of taste, but Iam firmiy 
persuaded it ia rather a matter of common 
sense. In this, as in the question of the dis- 
position of the legs on horseback, women to- 
day may confidently appeal to the unchange- 
able customs of the Far East and to the ex- 
amples of all antiquity. The only places 
where a skirt of the ordinary fashion has been 
in vogue were and are those where the men 
wore a similar garment, as in ancient Greece 
and Rome. In Java and Malay Peninsu- 
la the sarang,“ made by winding a single 

iece of light cotton cloth about the lower 

alf of the body, is the universal native gar- 
ment. 

It is perhaps difficult for the modern imagi- 
nation to depict Joan of Arc ona bicycle, 
though there would oe no strain in imagin- 
ing her in something very like divided skirts. 
But we could hard:y think of her on a railway 
train or an electric car; though it would do 
no violence to our thoughts to picture her 
sister heroine, Charlotte Corday, in a palace 
eur. Times change and we with them,“ and 
when another generation, accustomed from 
infancy to the vision of a woman appropri- 
ately clad riding her bicycle, comes on the 
scene it will seem as natural as any other 
form of transportation. Nor, in conciusion, 
do I believe that this newer generation sprung 
from mothers made stronger and better by 
exercise, fresh air, and sunshine, able at will 


to escape from the smoke of a modern city to 


“ greempfieids and pastures new” in a way im- 
possible to a mere pedestrian, will make in 
turn worse wives and mothers than our Revo- 
lutionary foremothers.

Judge Trambali’s Fallacies, 

New York Journal of Commerce: We do not 
know what the People’s party of Cook County 
proposes, but the speech of Judge Trumbull in- 
dicates that it proposes to prevent some people 
from becoming superfluously rich and convey to 
the majority the wealth that the minority is thus 

revented from acquiring. The first part would 

difficult enough if there were no question of 
its desirability ; but the question of an improved 
method of distribution may well be left till we 
find out whether there would be anything to 
distribute as the result of limiting large fortunes. 
If, to take a local illustration, George Pullman 
had been restrained by law from acquiring $20,- 
000,000, more or less, would there have been 
any $20,000,000 to distributa, or would 
$20,000,000 have been acquired in small quanti- 
ties by a large number of persons? 

The problem in the solution of which Lyman 
Trumbull achieved eminence was a very simple 
ethical one. It was whether human slavery 
should exist or cease. It could be solved by an 
act of Congress, or, in its broader forms, by an 
amendment to the Constitution. It is therefore 
natural enough that Judge ball should 
think thing can be settled by an act of Con- 
gress. o fact that he was right on a simple 
question of ethics does not even raise a presump- 
tion of his ability to deal with a complicated 
question of economics. 

Of course the Judge is an advocate of free sil- 
ver coinage, and he thinks that because a legis- 
lative act ended slavery it could establish bi- 
motallism. But the legislative act which Judge 
Trumbull is justly proud of having written did 
not make the negro the equal of the white man in 
anything but a theoretical and forensic sense, 
and the act he is now clamoring for.would not 
make the silver and the gene dollars equal. His 
utter inability to grasp the elements in this pres- 
ent day problem is shown by this reference to in- 
terna al bimetaliism: ‘* Let those who think 
so crook the pregnant hi of the knee to the 
money power of Engl I. for one, acknowl- 
edge nofsuch allegiance, but believe it the duty of 

Jongress to act independently and establish the 
value of the coin,“ toe. 

Of course it seems to him entirely practicable 
to provide by law that the employés shall first 
be paid from the revenues of the company a 
certain fixed sum, graduated according to the 
character of the work performed by each; that a 
fair rate of interest shall ther be paid upon the 
capital invested and the balance be distributed 
upon some equitabie principle between the em- 
ployés and the stockholders.” Such a scheme 
would be obviousiy incomplete without a legis- 
lative provision that all business should be done 
at such a profit that there should bea balance 
after paying ordinary wa and a fair rate of in- 
terest. In case of loss the stockholders would 
have to suffer.“ Our impression is that stock- 
holders have suffered a good deal, bere and else- 
where, in the last year and at other times. 
Stockholders of several large railroad com- 
panies have lost all their income, while the em- 
ployés of the companies are getting nearly the 
same wages as formerly.

Tue Taisune n printed yesterday an account

Many burners have seemed 
to work well at first, but afterwards 
economic or other defects have been discov- 
ered. Tue Trisunz hopes, however, that 
this invention may do all that is claimed for 
it. Thetwo great curses of the city are 
smoke and garbage. They both poison the 
air, though in different ways. One fills it 
with soot and sulphur and the other with of- 
fensive disease-producing odors. There is no 
cure for either of these evils save fire. The 
only difficulty is as to the way of applying it 
so that it will do the work effectively and 
economically. The man who hits on the beat 
method will make money for himself and will 
be a public benefactor to boot, 


Tux three judges and two clerks who served 
in the Eighth Precinct of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward at the lust election were indicted by the 
special grand jury for election frauds. The 
Election Commissioners say they will not re- 
move those men unless charges are made and 
proved against them. They say that the mere 
fact that they are indicted is not sufficient. 
If the Republican committee asks for the re- 
moval of these men or of those of them who 
are called Kepublicans but are not, it must 
prove they are guilty as charged to the satis- 
faction of a board which has made up its 
mind in advance that they are not guilty. The 
Commissioners say also that if these men 
were to be removed they would have an ap- 
peal to the County Judge. 

The general feeling will be that men who 
persist in acting as election judges when they 
are under the cloud of an indictment, or who 
stick to their places, calling themselves Re- 
publicans when the official representatives of 
the Republican party disown them, are not 
fit for the positions they hold. Men who had 
any sense of decency left would send in their 
resignations and demand trials. Under the 
circumstances how do they expect any one to 
have confidence in registry books they may 
make up or in their froclamation of the result 
of the voting? If the Commissioners were 
not so anxious for Democratic success they 
would remove these men at once, and if the 
County Judge replaced them the responsibil- 
ity would be on him. Election judges and 
clerks should be above suspicion, 


“FOREWARNED IS FOREARMED.” 

Tun Trrpune has given the Republican 
leaders of this city within the last few days 
much valuable information regarding the do- 
mgs of the enemy. It has told them about 
the instructions given by Schoolmaster Asay 
to the Democratic judges and clerks of the 
First and Second Wards. The Republicans 
have been informed also that the schoolmaster 
had just about closed his night school when 
this paper found out what he was doing and 
turned the calcium light on him. 

He has crawled into hie hole. What Mr.

A MODEL OCTOGENARIAN, 

Not always is it true that those whom the 
gods love die young, for in our own day and 
generation how many of the god-beloved have 
lived to be full of years and honor! Longfel- 
low and Lowell tived beyond the allotted 
threescare and ten, Bryant, Whittier, Emer- 
son, and Alcott survived until their eightieth 
yeara or longer, and Oliver Wendell Holmes 
was spared to the ripe old age of eighty-five. 
The waters ot Helicon seem to flow from the 
fabled fountain for which Ponce de Leon 
sought in vain! 

Now that the last of that famous group 
which first earned distinction for American 
literature has passed beyond one recalls what 
Mr. Stedman said ot him years ago: “ If Dr. 
Holmes had died young we should have 
missed a choice example of the New England 
fiber which strengthens while it lasts. His 
personality will be an inheritance in the his- 
tory of American literature. The correct- 
ness of this judgment perhaps was not fully 
realiged until now that this personality has 
ceased to bea living presence. His closing 
years may well serve as an opject lesson 
in the art of growing old gracefully. Rarely 
has an author’s literary activity been equal 
for so long a time to the opportunities of the 
moment. The Autocrat was visible in 
the Tea-Cups, and the hand that wrote 
„The Chambered Nautilus was matched by 
the faultless voice that half a century later 
conveyed the author’s spiritual pathos to 
those who were fortunate enough to hear him 
read it, 

But aside from his literary fame the story 
of the old age, so brilliant with personal 
gifts that it charmed all with whom it came 
in contact,is delightful. The wit without 
any touch of bitterness, the mental alertness 
which utilized the fying moment, the - beauty 
and fervor which an exquisite English style 
imparted to even his ordinary conversation 
made him the delight of society. The social 
and literary cheer which greeted him in pub- 
lic and private life mellowed his heart 
without distractmg his mind or making 
vain his spirit. His lithesome nature, 
his interest in the social and literary 
world, the sunny and kindly character of his 
thought were qualities as freely displayed at 
his own hearthstone as in his books. True 
and sincere as a friend, kind and generous as 
he was to the multitude who sought him, 
there was yet no great man who ever had 
more ingenious facility for extricating him- 
self from the procession of bores that attend 
a great literary reputation. Where Cariyle 
would have repulsed with rudeness, where 
Longfellow would have suffered gently the 
undue demands upon his time, Dr. Holmes 
would launch the intruder with such happy 
and polished wit ana with such ‘ingenious 
courtesy that he would be unaware he was pot 
departing by his own volition. 

In subtle, polished courtesy Dr. Holmes 
was preéminent, He talked just as he wrote 
and was always the Autocrat, or the Professor, 
or the Poet ut the Breakfast Table. His r2mi- 
niscences of that brilliant circle of which he 
was the last surviving member were charm. 
ing. But while always loving to talk of the 
past he never lost sympathy with the present 
He kept in touch with his alma mater and 
will always be remembered as especially the 
poet of Harvard University, His swift re- 
sponse to every ceremonial occasion within 
her classic environs will live as a 
part of the very life and tradition 
of the college itself. In “society verse’’ in 
its best sense—that is, verse which catches 
the secret of the passing mood of the day—he 
had no rival. The flight of years seemed 
robbed of their adverse power for his sake, 
and his life appeared to be of that quality 
which made it immortal even here. It was 
as if he had borrowed from the weird sisters 
of destiny the boon of lengthened days in 
order that he might enlarge and ennoble the 
general life as well as the literature of his 
country and thereby serve as a model for per- 
sons of ripe years in the rare art of growing 
old with grace and charm, 


MOLONEY’S SPITE AGAINST WOMEN. 

Mr. Moloney, the Attorney-General of this 
State, has made a ridiculous spectacle of him. 
self by ruling that County Clerks outside the 
City of Chicago need not provide ballots and 
boxes for women and suggesting that they 
shall be ignored in. the distribution of ballots. 
It goes without saying that this petty act of 
meanness will not intimidate the women at 
all, and it will not and should not influence 
the action of County Clerks if they have the 
courage of their convictions and the real 
meaning of the law is apparent to them. The 
communication of Mrs. Harriet A. Buschwah, 
which appeared in yesterday’s Txtsuwe, suffi- 
ciently covers the ground when it says: 


If they should furnish the old style ballot as he 
suggested it would be in direct violation of the 
election laws, and thereby make us liable to 
prosecution under that act; also the judges 
and clerks would not be compelled to count 
them, and as a result they would be 
thrown out, thereby defrauding the women voters 
of Illinois of their richt of suffrage on the school 
question given them by the State Legisfature. 
As he is the highest legal representative of the 
State I would ask him what is the difference be- 
tween his methods of evading the law by his de- 
cision and that of City-Attorneéy Asay in his 
method of defeating the Republican party of its 
rights at the polls? His is the more dishonorable 
of the two, as he has made use of his high office 
to defeat the ends of justice, instead of admin- 
istering it as it is his duty to do; also misleading 
the women of the State as to the manner of pre- 
paring their ballots. 


The attorney for the Board of Election 
Commissioners in this city also hits the nail 
on the head when he says “ while the law 
does not make it mandatory upon County 
Clerks to provide ballots and boxes for wom- 
en, yet at the same time it does not prohibit 
them from doing so. Consequentiy Mr. Mo- 
loney’s ruling is not binding, and in my opin- 
jen the fair thing to do and the just position 
to assume is that since the Legislature pro- 
vided that womea should vote they 
should be furnished the means to 
da so.” Of course they should, and 
every one thinks so except the disgruritied 
Democratic Attorney-General, Mr. Moioney. 
The trouble with him is that his original posi- 
tion that women are not authorized to vote at 
all for University Trustees was upset. This has 
irritated him, and he is now. seeking 
an outlet for his petty revenge by throwing 
every possible obstacle he can in the way of 
the lawful exercise of that privilege by trying 
to induce Couaty Clerks not to furnish the 
women with the essential requisites for vot- 
ing the same as male voters have.

THE STUFFED SEPTEMBER PAY-ROLL. 

The pay-rolle for August and September of 
this year will bear a little investigation. The 
September roll shows 33 less names in the 
Health Department, 207 less in the Police 
Department, 41 less in the School Depart- 
ment, and 20 less in the Fire Department, 
and yet, notwithstanding these decreases, the 
September foil shows 745 more names than 
in August. It appears from the former roll 
that 722 more men were needed for street 
repairs, 262 for street cleaning, and 62 for 
sewer work. It is altogether probable 
that the October roll will show a 
still further increase in these departments 
over September and that in November there 
will be a radical dropping off. Why is it that 
745 more men were put on the roils for Sep- 
tember by Hopkins than there were in 
August? What increase of.city work was 
there that called for their services with an 
added outlay of money? ) 

It will be observed that nearly the whole of 
this increase is to be charged up to the repair- 
ing and cleaning of streets. It might be ar- 
gued from this that Mayor Hopkins at last 
had waked up to the fact that in 
no city of the United States are 
sidewalks more rotten, pavements more 
dangerous, and streets more insecure than in 
Chicago; and to the additional fact that in no 
city of the United States are streets more 
dirty and alleys more filthy than in Chicago. 
If this were the case and the property-owners 
of this afflicted city—afflicted in a double 
sense by Democracy in general and Hopkins- 
ism in particular—were convinced that the 
modern Alexander were really bent upon re- 
up, they would 
begrudge paying the added ex- 
pense, and they would bal with 
delight the spectacle of an equivalent 
for the taxes which they hkve been throwing 
away. But the streets have not been re- 
paired, neither have they been cleaned. The 
sidewalks are still rotten anddangerous. The 
alleys are still reeking and festering with 
garbage. 

What, then, is the meaning of the large in- 
crease in these departments? It means that 
an election is coming next month, It means 
that more bummers and ward-heelers must be 
put on Hopkins’ staff to do the preliminary 
work for that election in the interests ol 
the desperate Democrats. It means that 
the gang must de reinforced for its 
work of etuffing the registry, filling up the 
tenement and all-night houses, stirring up the 
bums and toughs, and beating the election 
laws. It means a fraudulent campaign and 
it means nothing else. These 745 bummers, 
whose names have been put on the pay-rolls, 
cannot be found at work either repairing or 
cleaning.a street, for the streets are getting 
more rotten and filthy every day. The most 
infamous feature of this rascally business is 
that instead of paying these fellows out 
of the ,campaign fund, wrung out of 
gamblers, . thieves, and prostitutes, the 
administration has saddled the expense 
upon the taxpayers.

friend of the railroad, sleeping car, and tele- | 


graph magnates, that he had their interests 
largely at heart, and either that he was a large 
owner in their stocks and bonds or had per- 
formed some specially essential service for 


them that called for this colossal display of 


corporate gratitude. And yet a man has been 
found possessed of all these corporation privi- 
leges, representing thousands of dollars, whois 
the sworn enemy of all these corporations and 
who has done his best for a year past to 
cripple and destroy them as enemies of society 
and oppressors of the workingmen. His name 
is George W. Howard, Vice-President of the 
American Railway Union, of which Eugene 
V. Debs is President. 

This man Howard, whose pocketbook is 
stuffed with passes, was Debs’ right-hand 
man last summer in his fight with the Gener- 
al Managers’ Association, which gave him a 
part of these passes. He is the man who 
more than all the others together incited the 
workingmen to rise and mob engineers and 
firemen, to derail trains, to destroy switch 
towers, and to burn railroad property. It 
was this man Howard, who, with Mr. Pull- 
man’s passes in his pocket, denounced Mr. 
Pullman as the most infamous tyrant of the 
age and expressed his desire that some one 
might put a rope round his neck. 
It was this man who from his jail 
quarters called upon the American peo- 
ple to boycott the Pullman sleep- 
ers, thie man with Pullman's passes 
in his pockets. It was this man who more 
than any other loudly, boigterously, and pro- 
fanely howled his indignation against che 
corporations with whose passes his pocket- 
book was stuffed: And now comes Secretary 
Keliher, another blatant railroad denouncer, 
and says that all leaders of organizations 
among railroad men are provided with passes 
by nearly every line in the country. The 
workingmen pay their way, or walk, or stay 
at home. It is only the leaders in couspira- 
cies against the roads who enjoy the hospitali- 
ties of these roads. It is a magnanimous re- 
turn for courtesy! 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of all 
this business is not so much the cheek of these 
leaders in extorting favors from railroad men 
and then seeking to destroy their property as it 
is the passivity of the railroad managers them- 
selves, who, after being sinitter on one cheek, 
turn the other and politely ask to have that smit- 
ten also. It argues a meek and forgiving dispo- 
sition on their part, after having lost hun- 


) dreds of thousands of dollars in property de- 


atroyed and hundreds of thousands more in 
crippled transportation, that they did net 
revoke these passes and that they af. 
low these fellows to deadhead it 
over their roads as if they were 
their best friends and as if they were not even 
now sending out thousands of circulars 


among tue einployés of these roads asking 


terms of the will of the late John Crerar.

This array of names is in itself a guaranty 
that the library will be managed in the best 
interests of the reading public as well as in 
accordance with the wishes of Mr. Crerar, as 
expressed in his will in the following vigorous 
terms: 


I desire the books and periodicals selected with 
a view to create and sustain a healthy mora! and 
Christian seu t in the community and that 
all nastiness and immorality be excluded. I do 


not mean by this that there shall not be anything 


but hymn books and sermions, but I mean that 


dirty French novels and all skeptical trash and 


works of questionabie moral tone shall never be 
found in thie library. I want its atmosphere 
that of Christian refinement and its aim and ob- 
ject the building up of character, and I rest con- 
tent that the friends I have named will carry out 
my wishes in these particulars. 


While the directors of the Orerar Library 
are amply able to collect the works which 
shail stand on its shelves, itis no secret that 
they are in favor of conferring with the 
officials of the Newberry Library, the Public 
Library, the Historical Society, Dr. Harper 
for the university, and perhaps other organi- 
zations, so that there may be a concerted plan 
of action and that the new library may not 
duplicate departments of reference already 
well supplied in the others and of which they 
have made a specialty, This is wise. The 
general scope of the library already 
has been outlined by Mr. Crerar himself 
as that of Christian refinement and for the up- 
building of character. Beyond all this the 
Crerar Library in a broad sense will be a ret. 
erence library for students, literary people, 
scientists, and others and thus will amplify 
and illustrate the work of the university and 
the school, It will in no sense be a compet- 
itor with other libraries, While its shelves 
must contain works of all kinds adapted to 
the wants of scholars and investigators, there 
will be left some departments which the Cre. 
rar can appropriate for itself without trench- 
ing upon the provinces of the other libraries 
and thus establish an individuality for itself. 


Thus each library will oecupy its own field 


and the combined group will cover all de- 
partments of study and research. 

Astothe name and general locality no 
doubt is left, as Mr. Crerar says in his will: 
give, devise. and bequeath all the rest, re- 
mainder, and residue of my estate, both real 
and personal, for the erection, creation, 
maintenance, and endowment of a free pub- 
lic library go be called The John Crerar Li- 
brary,’ and to be located in the City of Chi- 
cago, III., and preference being given to the 
South Division of the city, inasmuch as the 
Newberry Library will be located in the North 
Division.“ 

Unquestionably Many suggestions of par- 
ticular sites in the South Division will be 
made and the subject will be carefully con- 
sidered by the trustees before they come to a 
decision. Tus Tune therefore thus early 
suggests the near vicinage of the Chicago 
University grounds as a desirable locality; 
first, because in the near future they will be 
the center of resident population on the South 
Side; and second, because, while entirely in- 
dependent of the university, the library will 
have the bsnefit of the university atmosphere, 
will be accessible to the largest number of peo- 
ple, and will enhance the value and importance 
of that great institution by affording special 
facilities to students, as well as for lectures. 
With the Crerar Library established there, 
the Newberry Library on North Clark street, 
and the great Public Library of the city mid. 
way between, Chicago will be better supplied 
than any other city in this country. 

Tus Tarsunz has no doubt that there is 
some rich man in the West Division who con- 
templates providing ample funds in his wiil 
fora library in that section. When that be- 
quest is carried out Chicago will be supplied 
with libraries for many generations to come. 


WHO ARE THE “LAND MONOPOLISTS’’} 

The State Federation of Labor, an organ- 
ization whose strength lies in this city, has 
adopted the followimg resolution: 

The Illinois State Federation, having under de- 
liberation the question of the unemployed labor, 
declares to the toilers of the State of Illinois 
that the spectacle of thousands of men unable to 
find employment is a most unnatural condition 
and can only obtain where men are robbed of 
their natural birthright by being robbed and de- 
nied the right to apply their labor to the ele- 
ments of nature for the production of wealth to 
sustain their lives; therefore we demand the 
abolition of land monopoly and recommend as a 
measure calculated to most effectually destroy 
land monopoly 4 single tax on ground values ir- 
respective of, improvement in lieu of all other 
taxes. 

Who are the land monopolists of Chicago 
whose odious monopoly the federation wisnes 
to break up so as to give relief to the * thou- 
sands of men unable to find employment,” 
who are “denied the right to apply their 
labor to the elements of nature? Every 
Chicago workingman who owns a little lot 20 
feet by 100 on which he hopes to build him- 
self a house, when he can save or borrow the 
money, is a land monopolist. Every working- 
man who has two lots, on one of which he has 
built himself a home, while he is holding on 
to the other for the use of a son, is a land mo- 
nopolist. Every small shopkeeper who owns 
the land on which his store stands is a land 
monopolist.. Every land owner in this city, 
be he rich or poor, be he capitalist or work. 
man, own he much or little, is a lund 
monopolist and an enemy of the people. 

The workingman who owns his small lot 
paid for it every cent that was asked of him. 
The man from whom he bought did the same. 
The first purchaser bought from the United 
States and gota fee simple title, which was 
passed along down to the present holder. It is 
claimed now that it would bea just act to 
sonfiseate the rental value of that lot, what- 
ever it may be, The rental vaiue of the lot 
is the property of the present owner. The 
federation proposes to deprive him of that 
value in order that the unemployed “ may ap- 
ply their labor to the élements of nature 
—that is, to this city lot which is as yet un- 
im proved, 

What would an unemployed nan do with 
an unemployed lot? There are numbers of 
vacant lots in this city, but if the single tax 
plan were adopted no unemployed man could 
enter on one df them without paying rent to 
the State. But he has no money with which 
to do that, and if he had the money to pay the 
rent he would not have the money with which 
to improve the property. How then are the 
unemployed given back their natural birth.

none of the unemployed would leave the cities 
and start in to break the prairie sod even if 
they had a little capital with which to buy a 
few things needed to begin farming with. If 
any did g> without previous experience of 
farming they would come back busted and 
disgusted at the end of the first season. 

The migration from city to country is that 
ol rien people. The migration from country 
to city is that of poor people. It has been 80 
from the beginning. And when the country- 
man has once tasted the sweets of city life he 
will not give them up. Of the millions of 
European immigrants who have come since 
1880 the great majority were brought up as 
farmers, But nearly all of them are to be 
found now in American cities: They have a 
land hunger, but it is for town lots not farms. 

It is not difficult to understand the attrac- 
tions of a city which make the unemployed 
and the employed so unwilling to leave it. 
The streets, the shops, the shows, and the sa- 
loons are pleasures which the country cannot 
afford. The city is full of life and the coun- 
try of loneliness. That is why itis so hard 
to hire men or women to leave the city and 
go out toa farm to work. The labor may 
not be heavy and the pay may be good, but 
they want to stay where the crowds are. 

The men who run the Federation of Labor 
know this. They know that if they were of- 
fered fertile lands rent free on condition they 
would leave the city and cultivate them they 
would not go. They know perfectly well that 
the unemployed would not go if they could 
and could not if they would, even with a 
single tax. Why, then, do they say 
brazenly that if the landowners of IIIi- 
nois were robbed of the rental value of their 
land the unein ployed city toilers would be any 
better off than they are now? How would 
their condition be improved? How would they 
getany nearer to the land than now? How 
would they get work and wages? On all these 
points the federation has said nothing as yet. 
Its protégés, the unemployed, ought to call on 
the labor leaders for information before they 
vote for the candidates the federation is anx- 
ious they should support, 


Tus State Federation of Labor sat down on 
Tommy Morgan and a Socialist platform he 
submitted. Therein it showed wisdom. It 
indorsed, however, the impracticable single 
tax. Therein it showed folly. The federa- 
tion said it indorsed the single tax because it 
would give work to the unewployed. But 
two years ago there was work for all, and yet 
there was no single tax. Why should there be 
unemployed men now when there were none 
in 18927 Because in the fall of that year 
those who have no work now, together with 
many others who have some work but who 
are getting lower wages, voted to pull down 
the dike which checked the inflow of goods 
made by cheap foreign labor and thus re- 
tained for Americans the employment which 
would otherwise have gone to foreigners. The 
work of destruction has been carried out par- 
tially, with disastrous consequences. What is 
needed is first to prevent the tearing down of 
any more of the dike, and second to rebuild it 
high enough to give the necessary protection. 
That can be done with votes. If the unem- 
ployed and the men whose wages have 
been cut will vote this fall against the Demo- 
cratic candidates who want to destroy the 
protective dike, further and greater mischief 
will be averted. If they vote two years hence 
for Republican candidates they will regain the 
prosperity they enjoyed in 1892. That is 
what the Federation of Labor should have 
told them instead of filling them with single- 
tax east wind. Such crank ideas never clothe 
a back or fili a belly.

GOOD STORIES TOLD BY GEN, GORDON 


Reminiscences. of the Old Confederacy as 
Narrated by One of the Leaders. . 

Wheeling (W. Va.) Intelligencer: Gen. Gor- 
don, who lectured at the Wheeling Opera- 
House Thursday evening, isnot only eloquent 
and interesting on the platform but even 
more 80 perhaps in conversation. At Maj. 
Mitchell's dinner table that day he enter- 
tained the guests present with a number of 
reminiscences that were not so much as 
touched upon in his lecture. In response toa 
request from Judge Meivin he gave the com- 
pany what he called his after death experi- 
enéés at Gettysburg. The Judge had heard 
ex-President Hayes refer to them some years 
ago and was anxious that the General should 
tell those present the same story that he had 
told the ex-President. He consented to do so 
and began by saying that the circumstance to 
which the Judge ailuded fo:lowed the wound 
he had received on the left side of his face, 
which was his fifth wound that day. ‘I had 
become very weak, ‘said he, from previous 
loss of blood, and when I was struck through 
the face and neck I fell forward to the ground 
and buried my face usconsciously in my mili- 
tary cap. So much blood ran into it thatl 
have no doubt I would have been smothered 


in my own blood but for the small hole that 


had been made by a bullet in the cap. I went 
into a sort of comatose condition, during 
which I realized that I had been shot and 
was lying ou the field. I was under the 
impression that my head had been shot 
away and that I was now without head or 
braitis, and yet I said to myself (mentally) 
that I had demonstrated that a man who had 
neither head nor brains couid think, and that 
it was a mistake (if I could only make it 
known to the world) to connect them with 
the faculty of thought. I rativcinated in this 


way to myself with perfect clearoess, and to 
this day I have retained in my memory the. 


train of thought in which I indulged in re- 
gard tomy condition. I assumed, at first, 
that I was headless and yet abie to think, and 
then I began to wonder whether I was dead 
or alive. I remember that I distinctly said to 
myself (mentally, of course) that a dead man 
cannot think. and that therefore I could not 
be dead. So I thought I would see if I could 
move. If I could move! was not dead, but if 
I couldn’t I would conclude that sure enough 
I was dead. 

„80, with a spasmodic effort I drew up my 
legs and was conscious of thein mdtion, and 
yet I had this crazy notion fairly in my mind 
that I was headless and brainless. In an in- 
stant as soon as my legs moved my heart 
pulsated normally once more and sent a pul- 
sation of blood to my brain and for a few 
seconds I was fully aroused to consciousness 
and at once put my hand to my head to see 
whether or no [ had a head, showing that I 
retained ffi this temporary return to con- 
sciousness the memory of all that had beea 
going on in my mind in my comatose condi- 
tion, or, as I cail it, in my after-death condi- 
tion. I relapsed almost immediately into 
my former state of unconsciousness, but I 
did not again resume the ‘thread of my dis- 
course,’ so to speak, or, in other words, did 
not again yield to the hallucination that I was 
without a head, having satisfied my psyche, or 
whatever psychologists may call it, to its 
seeming entire satisfaction, that I still had 
my head and all that was in it, except this 
blood that I had lost. My next return to con- 


| eciousness was when they were moving me on 


a stretcher. There was another momentary 
mental illumination and then I went off to 
comatose once more. Of course the notable 
thing in all this is the fact that I was at one 

d the same time crazy and yet capable of 
correct and rational thought: thought which 
induced action, and action that led to a cor- 
rect mental impression that prevented me 
from relapsing into my former hallucination 
when I sank away the second time, I relate 
this to show what a strange thing is this thing 
we call mind.“ 

During the recital of this experience every 
one at the table listened with wrapt attention, 
and after it was finished the demand went u 
for more reminiscences. So the General tol 
of an experience he went through in the Shen- 
andoah Valley, at a time that Gen. Early or- 
dered him to storm a Federal fort iu their 
front. “I never was more indignant in my 
life,“ said Gen, Gordon, “ than when I heard 
that order. I knew it was a perfectly un- 
necessary. thing to do, and explained 
to Gen. Early that we could accom- 
plish our plan of campaign without 
slaughtering my command by this 
attempt to storm a strong position; a position 
that would fall of itself when we should make 
our proper movement. Early took no other 
notice of my explanation than to send me 
word that if. I did not care to execute the or- 
der he would delegate its execution to some- 
one else. You may guess this reply made me 
boil with fresh indignation. I felt it to be an 
insult, but inasmuch as it was my place to 
obey his order, regardless of consequences, I 
issued the necessary instruction for a move- 
ment at daylight next morning. I began, on 
my own accouat, making every preparation 
for death, for I had a presentiment that I 
would this time meet my end. So I wrote 
a farewell letter to my wife, told 
her what to do about my affairs, handed over 
my watch and other personal effects to a 
friend, and then walked up and down my 
quarters waiting for day to break and my 
command to move. That was a solemn night 
to me, for I had this firm presentiment that 
it Was my last night on earth. 1 felt almost 
ascertain of this as a man condemned to 
death, and can now pretty well understand 
how a man feels when he is to be executed in 
a few hours. I always had, in every battle of 
my life, a sense of the danger to which I was 
exposed. I never knew what it was to forget 
it; but this time I felt, as I never had before, 
that my time had come, and no mistake. 

“So at daylight I took up my line of march 
to my death, as I fully expected. On we 
went, closer and closer to the fort, until at 
last we were within close range of its guns, 
I wondered that they did not open on us, and 
every second I expected to see them belch 
forth shot and shell and plag havoc in our 
ranks. On we went; my eyes were fixed on 
the guns arid my mind excited to its highest 
tension with wonderment why they did not 
open fire. On we went until our advance 
struck the fort and rushed upon its de- 
fenses, when to our 
ment we discovered 
been evacuated and not a Federal 
anywhere in sight, inside or out. You can 
imag ne my sense or relief as I saw my boys 
in possession of the fort without so much as a 
scratch. So you see what a presentiment is 
worth. I have never much believed in them 
since that night.“

Therefore, as you know, we finaljy pr 
with a further experiment in the way of re- 
treat. with the consequences of which the 
world is familiar, and with all the details of 
which nobody can ever be familiar.“ 


OVERPRODUCTION OF WHEAT. 


How It Comes That the Granaries of the 
World Gave Been Glutted. 
London Economist: We have referred to 
the great overproducticn of wheat in recent 
years as the immediate cause of the tremen- 
dous fall in prices, but it remains to explain 


how the glut has been produced. That it is. 


due to the bounty of nature rather than to 
the enterprise of man is clear from the fact 
that it is mainly attributabte to production in 
the United States, where the wheat area has 
decreased during the last ten years, while the 
population has been augmented by about 12, 
500.000. In 1884 there were neariy 39,- 
500,000 acres under wheat in that country, 
while the average area during the three years 
ending with 1893 was under 37.500,000 acres, 
and this year it is estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at only 33,000,000 
acres. But the yield was phenomenal in 1891, 
extraordinary in 1892, and well up to average 
in 1893 and 1894. It is certain that the crops 
of 1891 and the two following years were 
greatly underestimated by the Department of 

griculture, What has been learned of the 
distribution of these crops appears to show 
conclusively that they averaged at least 
15,000,000 quarters more than the average 
annual production of the three preceding 
years. This season’s crop, again, according 
to all commercial estimates, is quite up to an 
average in quantity, and much greater than 
the figures of the Department of Agriculture 
intimate. 

To this superabundance in America there is 
to be added a new one in the Argentine Re- 
public, whence over 2,000,000 quarters of 
wheat were exported in 1892 and over 
4,500,000 in 1898, while this year’s total is 
expected to reach 7,000,000 quarters. Pre- 
vious to 1890 that country had only in one 
year exported as much as 1,000,000 quarters, 
and the rapid increase of her surplus, _— 
on top of the extra exports from the Unit 
States, good crops in Europe since 1891, and 
great crops in India since 1892, has mate. 
rially helped to bring prices down. In Ar- 
gentina we have the only instance of a coun- 
try in which the growth of wheat has greatly 
extended in recent years. Argentine statistics 
are little better than rough guesses, but so far 
as they are to be relied on they show that the 
wheat area, which was only 490,000 acres in 
1880, had expanded to 6,000,000 acres in 
1893. In spite of the low prices ruling since 
the crop of the latter year came into the mar- 
ket, a great increase in wheat growing is re- 
ported for the present year. 

The explanation of this surprising advance 
in wheat production given by Argentine au- 
thorities and the British representative at 
Buenos Ayres is thatitisdue partiy to the 
high gold premium which has prevailed for 
several years and partly to the settlement of 
the country by a large num cf Italmu im- 
migrants, who are content to labor from sun- 
rise to sunset, and even by moonlight, for a 
bare living. They spend hardly anythmg, it 
is said, upon imported merchandise, which 
the gold premium makes dear, while they sell 
their wheat at gold prices and pay nearly all 
their éxpenses in the depreciat paper cur- 
rency, which is said to go almost as far az 
ever in payments which they have to make. 

If this is to be taken as the main explana- 


tion of Argentine farmers being in a position. 


to extend their wheat industry when prices 
are unremunerative to growers in nearly all 
other countries, their enterprise is built on a 
very insecure foundation. English farmers, 
at any rate, cannot grow wheat at 20s a quar- 
ter. A thrifty Scotch farmer in Essex a few 
years ago astonished the readers of an agri- 
cultural paper by giving figures to show that 
he could grow wheat at a profit to sell at 80s 
a quarter; but he disposed of the straw as well 
as the grain, and he still holds to 30s as his 
minimum. itis incredible that the world 
can long be supplied with wheat at present 
prices, and unless a series of lean years” 
occurs to cause a recovery in value it will, in 
all probability, be brought about by a consid- 
able reduction of the wheat area.

India. At night his antelope skin was spread 
where the darknees overtook him—sometimes 
in a Sunnyasi monastery by the roadside; 
sometimes by a mud pillar Shrine of Kala 
Pir, where the Jogis, who are another misty 
division of holy men, would receive bim 
as they do men who know what casts and divis- 
ions are worth; sometimes on the outskirts of 
a little Hindoo village—where the children 
would steal up with the food their parents had 
prepared; and sometimes on the pitch of the 
bare grazing grounds, where the flame of his 
stick fire waked the drowsy camels. It was 
all one to Purun Dass—or Purun Bhagat, as 
he called himself now. Earth, people, and 
food were all one. But unconsciously his 
feet drew him away northward and eastward 
from the south to Rohtak; from Rohtak to 
Kurnool; from Kurnool to ruined Samanah, 
and then up-stream — the dried bed of 
the Gugger River, that fills only when the 
rain falls in the bills, till one day he saw the 
far line of the great Himalayas. 

Then Purun Bhagat siniled, for he remem- 
bered that his mother was of Rajput Brahmin 
birth from Kulu way—a Hill-woman, always 
homesick for the snows—and the least 
touch of Hill blood draws a man at the end 
back to where he belongs.

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YOUNG FORTNIGHTLY OLUB AND ITS 
VERY OHARMING MEMBERS. 


They Are Daughters of Well-Known 
Houses, Who Organized for Social 
Pleasure, bat Speedily Took to Self- 
Improvement and Theu to Charity=No- 
ble Work They Did Last Winter 
lieving Hungry Boys—Programs and 
Prospects=List of Members, a 

Much has been written about the fin de sidcie 
woman, her aims, her capgbilities, and her 
achievements, but, after all, a more impor- 
tant personality is the fin de sitcle girl, for 
upon her rests more of .the responsibility of 
the future men and women, The broader 
and more cultivated the girl of today is the 
greater and more useful will be the future 
woman, so that much interest must be felt 
in the affairs of the girls of the period. It is 
a sign of the times that in Chicago a set of 
society girls in an organization called 
the “Young Fortnightly”’ has accom- 
plished during its three years of exist- 
ence a literary and philanthropic success that 
calls for high praise. 

The Young Fortaightly was started as a 
social and literary club patterned after its 
older namesake, the Fortnightly, and its 
original objéct was for greater literary 
achievement and social intercourse. 

Marked success having attended the course 
of the club it was then decided to broaden the 
field of work, so the society clothed itself with 
the mantle of charity and set about to re- 
lieve the needy. Philanthropy is now a 
feature of its existence, and the ‘club 
gives as its objects, Intellectual and social 


culture and the maintenance of a club, 


by boys to be knownas the Young Fort- 
nightly Ciub for Boys.“ The club has un 
active membership of fifty young women 
ranging in age from 18 to 25 years, and is 
conducted in the most conservative manner. 
No visitors are allowed at the meetings, sa ve that 
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heid in June. This may seem selfish atfirst, 
but conservatism is a characteristic of the 
club. And is it not bad enough to read a 
parer or discuss a subject before fifty bright, 
enthusiastic girls without enlarging the num- 
ber of auditors? 

The rules are exceedingly strict. When a 
member is asked to write a paper she is sup- 
posed to make no excuses but to fulfill her 
part of the program without murmuring. Ex- 
perience has proved that this rule is never vio- 
lated, but instead the work assigned to the 
member is creditably done, 

The meetings are alternately literary and 
miscellaneous. The membership is limited 
to seventy-five, and the dues are $10. The 
club management is vested in a board of di- 
rectors, who are assisted by several commit- 
tees. The power and duties of these offi- 
cers are defined in the constitution of the club, 
which reads as follows: 

The Board of Directors shall have entire 
charge of the affairs of the association, shall 
elect all members, and fill all vacancies. The 
committees on literary work shall prepare the 
programs for the alternate afternoon meetings of 
the coming year, and tohold their joint meet- 
ings in October, January, and April for confer- 
ence. The Chairman of these committees, with 
the President of the association, shall constitute 
a committee having power to arrange other en- 
tertainments when in their judgment it would be 
for the best interests of the association to do so. 
The Executive committee of the Young Fort- 
nightly’s Club for Boys shall have entire charge 
of the affairs of club, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Directors. The Board 
of Directors shall appoint a committee of three 
members on rooms and finance. 

These committees shall report to the Board of 
Directors and shall receive its approval before 
their action shall be valid. 

Strict indeed are the by-laws. Any mem- 
ber absenting herself from a meeting except 
in case of illness or absence from the city is 
fined 25 cents, and if she is more than ff. 
teen minutes late a fine of five centsis ruth- 
lessly iinposed upon her. Worse, however, 
than these two laws, is the one which declares 

any member absenting herself 
four consecutive times from the meetings 
without excuse shall have her name dropped 
frum the list, but the girls themselves made 
these rules and made them in earnest and 
they enjoy their club so much that the joy of

The fielis 
changed their colors with the seasons, tne 
thrashing floors filled and emptied and filled 
again ahd again; and again and again, when 
winter came, the langurs frisked among the 
branches feathered with light snow till the 
mother monkeys brought their sad-eyed little 
babies up from the warmer vaileys with the 
spring. There were few changes in the vil- 
lage. The priest was older, and many of the 
little children who used to come with the 
begging-dish sent their own children now; 
and when you asked of the villagers how long 
their holy man had been up there in Kali’s 
Shrine at the head of the pass they answered, 
„Always.“ 

Then came such summer rains as had 
not been known in the Hills for many seasons. 
Through thrée good months the valley was 
wrapped in A and soaking mist steady, 
anrelenting downfall, breaking off into thun- 
der-shower after thunder-shower. Kali's 
Shrine stood above the clouds for the most 
part, aud there was a wholefortnight in which 
the Bhagat never caught a giimpse of his 
village. It was packed away under a white 
floor of cloud that swayed, and shifted, and 
rolled on itself and bulged upward, but never 
broke from its piers—the streaming flanks of 
the valley. 

All that time he heard nothing but the 
sound of a million little waters—overhead 
from the trees, and underfoot along the 
ground—soaking through the pine needles, 
dripping from the tongues of draggied fern, 
and epouting in newly-torn muday channels 
down tne slopes. Then the sun came out and 
drew forth the good incense of the deodars 
and rhododendrons, and that far-off clean 
smell the Hill-people cali the smell of the 
snows.’’ The hot sunshine lasted for a week, 
and then the rains gathered together for their 
last down - pour, and the water fell in sheets 
that flayed off the skin of the ground and 
leaped back in mud. Purun Bhagat heaped 
his fire high that night, for he was sure his 
brothers would need warmth; but never a 
beast came to the shrine, though he called 
and cailed till he dropped asleep wondering 
what had happened in the woods, 

It was in the black heart of the night, the 
ruin drumming like a thousand drums, that 
he was roused by a plucking at his blanket, 
and, stretching out, felt the little hand of a 
langur. It is better here than in the trees,“ 
he said sleepily. loosening a fold of blanket. 
Take it and be warm.“ The monkey caught 
his hand and pulled hard. Is it food, then?’ 
said Purun Bhagat. ‘* Wait awhile and I will 
prepare some.“ Ashe kneeled to throw fuel 
on the tire the langur ran to the door of tne 
shrine, crooned, and ran back again, plucking 
at the man’s knee. 

„What is it? What is thy trouble, brother?“ 
said Purun Bhagat, for the langur’s eyes were 
full of things that he could not tell. Uniess 
one of thy caste isin a trap—and none set 
traps here—I will not go into that weather. 
Look, brother, even the barasingh has come 
for shelter. 

The deer’s antlers clashed as he strode into 
the shrine; clashed against the grinning 
statue. of Kali. He lowered them in Purua 
Bhagat’s direction and stamped upeasily, 

through his half-shut nostrils. 

Hai! Hai! Hat!“ said the Bhagat, snap- 
ping his fingers.

The people hurried into the street there 
were no more than seventy souls all told 
and in the glare of the torches they saw their 
Bhagat ang tack the terrified barasingh, 
while the monkeys plucked piteously at his 
skirts,and Sona sat on his hauuches and 
roared, 0 

** Across the valley and up the next hill!“ 
shouted Purun Bhagat. Leave none be- 
hind. We follow.“ 

Then the people ran as only hill folk can 
run, for they knew that in a landslip you must 
climb for the highest ground across the val- 
ley. They fled splashing through the little 
river atthe bottom and panted up the ter- 
raced fields on the far side, while the Bhapat 
and: his brethren followed. Up and up the 
opposite mountain they climbed, calling to 
each other by name—the roll-call of the village 
—andat their heels toiled the big barasingh, 
weighted down by the failing strength of 
Purun Bhagat. At last the deer stopped in 
the shadow of a deep pine wood, 500 feet u 
the hillside. His instinct, that had warn 
him of the coming slide, told bim he would 


ped fainting by his side, 
for the chill of the rain and that tierce climb 
were killing him; bat first he called to the 
scattered torches 2 : “Stay and count 
your numbers.“ Then whispering to the deer 
as he saw the ligh ther ina cluster: Stay 
with me, my brothér, Stay—till—I—go.” 

There was a sigh in the air that grew toa 
mutter, and a mutter that grew to a roar, and 
a roar that passed all sense of hearing, and 
the hillside on which the villagers stood was 
hit in the derkness, and rocked to the blow. 
Then a note as steady, deep, and true as the 
deep C of the organ „ everything for 
perhaps five minutes, while the very roots of 
the pines guivered to it, It died away, and 
the sound of the rain falling on miles of hard 
ground and grass changed to the muffled 
drum of water on soft earth. That told its 
own tale, 

Never a villager, not even the priest, was 
bold enough to speak to the Bhugat who had 
saved their lives. They crouched under, the 
pines and waited till the day. When that 
came they looked across the valley and saw 
that what had been forest, and terraced field, 
and track-threaded grazing ground was one 
raw, red, fan-shaped smear, with a few trees 
flung hezd down on the scarp. That red ran 
high up the hill they were on, damming back 
the little river which had begun to spread 
into a brick-coloreti lake. Of tne village, of 
the road to the shrinc, of the shrine iteelf, 
and the forest behind, there was not a trace, 
For one mile in width and 2,000 feet in sheer 
depth the mountain-side had come away 
bodily, pianed clean from head to heel. 

And the villagers, one by one, crept through 
the wood to pray before their Bhagat. The

ment was made in 1827 by Creeks at Old 
Agency. Formed from a portion of the ter- 
ritory embraced in the Louisiana purchase of 
1803, the area so utilized, now embraced in 
the Indian Territory, the present State of 
Kansas, and the Territory of Oklahoma, was 
of the public lande which President Thomas 
Jefferson suggested should be used to give 
establishments to the Indians of the eastern 
side of the ee in exchange for their 
present country.“ From 1803 to 1824 there 
was incessant war or conflict. between the Iu- 
dians of the South Atlantic States and 
whites, a 
The vast areas of arable land in that region 
held by the Indians for centuries teemed with 
a white population, energetic and progressive, 


which was constantly forcing the Indians to 


the wall. In addition many legal questions 
were rising from this Indian occupancy, the 
chief of which were tetween the States and 
the National Government. In 1824 Presi- 
dent .Monroe made a’ recommedation to Con- 
gress that these tribes should be removed west 
of the Mississippi. In 1830, under President 
Jackson, their removal was ordered. Ac- 
cordingly, in 1832, the Indian Territory was 
selected and set apart for thefive tribes 
now denominated civilized, and beginning 
with 1833 the Cherokees, Choctaws, Creeks, 
and Chickasaws were removed thither, the 
Seminoles in 1846,and from time to time 
since remnants and parts of other tribes have 
been added. Specific areas of land west of 
the Mississippi were allotted to many tribes. 
The United States guaranteed these removed 
tribes to “forever secure to them or their 
heirs the country so exchanged with them.“ 
These new tracts of land were in exchange 
for lands held by the Indians east of the Mie- 
sissippi. 

The Nation paid the Indians, in some cases, 
large sums of money for areas sold and in ex, 
cess of the Western lands, and thus some of 
the present trust funds of tribes in the Indian 
Territory originated. Most of the Indians re- 
to Kansas have long since left that 
State, and they can be found either in the In-

dian Territory orin Oklahoma. The removal 
of most of these tribes was forced by the de- 
mands of immigration. The Cherokee, Chick- 
alaw., Choctaw, and Creek tribes or nations 
have occupied about the same areas that 
they now occupy’ in Indian Territory since 
their first settlement west of the Mississippi. 
The Seminoles have removed once. 

It was contemplated up to 1878 to make 
the Indian Territory the home of all the wild 


Indians west of the Mississippi River and to 


the Sierra Nevada or coast range of mount- 
ains. Prior to May 2, 1890. it contained 
44,154,240 acres. or 68,991 square miles. 
In 1878 President R. B. Hayes refused to 
send any more wild Indians to the Indian 
Territory. He found that the arable lands 
were in the session of the five tribes, 
Osages, Sacs, and Foxes, the Pottawatomies, 
and the few adjacent tribes, and that the re- 
maining great area, on a portion of which the 
Arapahoes and Cheyennes have recently been 
allotted, and which the Kiowas, Comanches, 
Wichitas, and Oklahomas now occupy in part, 
was virtually a desert and unfit for the sup- 
port of those whom it was proposed to place

All of this was with a view to 
the formation of a State government in the 
Indian Territory, and in pursuance of the 
twelve articles of the treaty of 1866 between 
the United States and the five trives, Tribal 
jealousies killed this movement.

No figures are 
at hand to verify this, but $25,000,000 
would be a small estimate. Much of their 
progress is due to a large negro population in 
the several nations. The greater portion of 
these negroes were at one time siaves, and 
they are now the laborers of the five tribes. 
They are fairly well advanced and are steadil 
increasing in numbers, wealth, and intelli- 
gence. In 1836 Albert Gallatin stated that 
the number of plows in the five tribes an- 
swe for the number of able-bodied ne- 
groes, : 
The Creek Nation is an alert and active one, 
which is largely due to the negro element 
which fairly controls it. In the Choctaw 
Nation it is death for an Indian to intermarry 
with a negro. In any of the five tribes 
where the negroes have a fair chance there is 
a perceptivle progress due to them. The 
negroes are amo the earnest workers in 
the five tribes. Creek Nation affords 
the best example of negro progress. The 
— chief, virtually a negro, comes of a 
amous famity in Creek annals. His name 
is Lequest Choteau Perryman, He was born 
in the Creek Nation, Indian Territory, March 
1, 1838; educated at Tallahassee Mission of 
same nation; enlisted in the Union army 
in Kansas November, 1862, and was mus- 
tered ovt as Sergeant-Major of the First Regi- 
ment Indian Home Guards, 1865. He served 
as District Judge of the Coweta District, 


Muskogee Nation, six years; was elected to 
the Council and served thirteen years. He 
was elected principal chief and inaugurated 
Dec, 5, 1887, for the term of four years. 
The négroes, once slaves of the five tribes, 
are of much interest in connection with the 
final settlement of the land question. e 
five tribes, except the Seminoles, all owned 
slaves prior to and during the war. These 
were freed by the proclamation of emancipa- 
tion, and this was enforced and confirmed. 
after much protest, by the treaty of 1866. 


In 1860 the total number of slaves held by 


the five tribes was 7,369. The Seminoles 
heid no slaves in Indian Territory. but they 
intermaried with negroes. Since the war 
there has been a very large increase in the 
negro population of the five tribes by im- 
migration from the old slave States adjacent. 
The negro question in the Cherokee, Chicka- 
saw, and Choctaw Nations, the equities and 
rights of these people in the lands of the five 
tribes, and as to citizenship, have yet to be 
properly settied. 

The population of negro descent in the five

There is one na- 
tional bank at Muscogee and one at Ardmore. 

The five civilized tribes of Indian Terri- 
tory are of two stocks, the Cherokees of Iro- 
quoian and the Creeks, Seminoles, Choctaws, 
and Chickasaws of Muskhogean stock. Orig- 
inally they inhabited contiguous portions of 
the Atlantic coast in and below Virginia, and 
claimed westward to the Mississippi River. 
They present many tribal features peculiar

tory ot any extent. Neither Indian nor 
white man has been found to preserve a full 
record of these people, who since the advent 
of the whites have met the conditions of war 
or requirements of peace with dignity and 
ability. A vast collection of written material 
and legend is at hand, and many old Indians 
of these tribes even now can be found speak- 
ing aboriginal languages only who could 
contribute much of value in relation to their 
people. 

The local traditions and names of places in 
the States which were their former homes 
contain much to aid a historian. No history 
of any of the States they originally occupied 
can be written without ample reference to 
them. The mountain chains, valleys, rivers, 
and towns of the Southeast bear their names 
and will preserve their memory. Pioneer life 

the region named was a terror, owing to 

ir warlike raids, and their resistance to en- 
crvaching white life, and their gradual with- 
drawal before it, have been carried in story 
and in eong and live in the history of the 
United States. No force of whites was too 
strong for them to attack, no distance too 
great to travel for battle. In the meantime 
they were noted for keeping their word when 
once passed and famous for hospitality when 
not invaded by armed force. — Billy 
Bowlegs, Big Dutch, and their warriors with- 
in a century will always be famous. Take in 
illustration the Creek war of 1813.14. The 
Creeks had adopted many of the arts of civil. 
ization when Tecumseh, the Shawnee chief, 
went among them and urged them to join the 
Northwestern confederation and abandon civ- 
ilized life. With his great eloquence. he pic- 
tured the restraints of civilization and the 
beauties of unrestrained wild life which they 
enjoyed prior to the advent of the whites. 
This war resulted in a loss to the whites of 
689 killed and wounded while 1,800 Creek 
Indians were killed and thousands wounded, 
This war broke the back of the Creek con- 
federacy and afterward they were at peace. 

The Seminole war of 1835-42 is an illus- 
tration of the prowess of this people. It re- 
quired an army of 41.000 whites under such 
Generals as tt, Taylor, Gaines, Clinch. 
and Worth to subdue this handful of le, 
who from evergiade or forest — 22 — 
them an almost incessant fire. It cost more 
than $10,000,000. This war was caused by 
the refusal of the Seminoles to abandon their 
homes in and remove to lands west of 


the Mississippi River. The whites suffered a

JOURNALISM UNDER DIFFIOULTIES. 


Setting Type in Japanese Isa Most La- 
borious Process. 

They are very keen journalists in the land 
of the chrysanthemum, but it must be allowed 
that the business is carried on under difficul- 
ties from which even the hardened Western 


newspaper man might shrink appalled, says 
Henry Norman in Real Japan.” The in- 
ternal organization of a newspaper office is a 
sad spectacle of daily struggle with difficul- 
ties unknown elsewhere and really unneces- 
sary here. 

„The Japanese written and printed charac. 
ter consists of the Chinese ideographs, those 
complicated square figures made up of an ap- 
parent jumble of zigzags and crosses and ticks 
and triangles and tails— the footprints of a 
drunken fly’—ana of the original Japanese 
syliabary, called kana. Of the former there 
are 20,000 in all, of which perhaps 14,000 
constitute the scholarg’ vocabulary, and no 
fewer than 4,000 are in common daily use; 
while the forty-seven simple characters of the 
kana are known to everybody. Therefote the 
Japanese compositor has to be prepared to 
place in his stick any one of over 4,000 dif- 
ferent types—truly an appalling task. 

„From the nature of the problem several 
consequences naturally follow. First, he 
must be must be a good deal of a scholar 
himself to recognize all these instantly and 
accurately. Secondly, his eyesight suffers 
fearfully, and he generally wears a huge pair 
of magnifying goggies; and, third, as it is 
physically impossible for any one man to 
reach 4,000 types, a totally different method 
of case arrangement has to be devised. 

„% The typo, therefore, of whom there are 
only three or four on a paper, sits ata little 
table at one end of a large room. with the 
ease containing his forty-seven kana 
syllables before him. From end to end 
of the room tall cases of type are 
arranged like the shelves in a crowded 
library, a ‘passage three feet wide being 
left between each two, The compositor.re- 
ceives his copy in large pieces, which he cuts 
into little takes, and hands each of these to 
one of half a dozen boys who assist him. The 
boy takes this and — to walk about 
among the cases till he has collected each of the 
ideographs, or square Chinese picture words, 
omitting all the kana syliables which connect 
them. hile these boys are thus 11 to 
and fro snatchi up the types and jostling 
each other, they keop up a continual chant, 

inging the name of the character they are 
ooking tor, as cannot recognize it till 
they hear its sound, the ordinary lower-class 
Japanese not understanding his daily paper 
unless he reads it aloud.”

made upon the public was never better illus- 
trated than by the advance announcement of 
Mr. Stacy Marks’ Pen and Peacil Memo- 
ries. In every paragraph I have read con- 
cerning the appearance of this hook there has 
always been some allusion to the fact that the 
late Frederick Wa ker. who is said to be the 
original of * Little Biilee,” haa left a num- 
der of unpublished drawings which would be 
published in the work. It seems that Me. 
Marke’ brother married Walker's twin sister, 
hence the intimacy and hence the unpublished 
drawings. 

Wein America knew very little about Mr. 
Frederick Walker till we read Trilby.“ Not 
only is he written of as “ Litfle Billee, but 
as himself also. Du Maurier gives a portrait 
of him alongside of the imagina:y character 
and it must be admitted that they are alike. 
In Mr. Mark's “ Memories (which the J. B. 
Lippincott company have in preparation for 
early publication) there is a sketch by P. H. 
Calderon showing Walker being introduced 
by Thackeray, and the likeness to Little Billee 
is unmistakable, Walker seems to have been 
a very clever fellow and a very lovable char- 
acter, The aketches by Walker that accom- 
pany these memories are very slight and can- 
not do any sort of justice to the artist as rep- 
resenting his work. They show facility, but 
they are, with one or two exceptions, little

An exhi- 
bition of his paintings was held alter this and 
the services ot Mr. Ruskin were eniisted in its 
behalf. He was besought tu write a letter to the 
Times about it, and this he did in true Ruskin 
style, cutting and slashing the painter’s meth- 
ods and results witha heavy hana, but giving 
him credit for an unden:ab e talent. let- 
ter set people to talking and to visiting the 
— and that was ali that was expected 
of it. :

Another one of Mr. Marks’ friends, the very 
5 — of Mr. Walker, by the way, was 
Chaties Keene, who did for low-life in Punch 
what Du Maurier bus done for high-life. He 
was a strange man, who smoked rank tobac- 
co and drank tea so strong that it would have 
been instant death to a man of Waiker’s 
strength. Keene was a big feilow, but gaunt 
and thin. He had many eccentricities. 

When dining at the Arts club or at any public 
resort he objected to ecnversation and took no 
part in it, but would prop his newspaper or book 
against the water-bottie and read ashe ute. He 
never considered his breakfast complete without 
a fruit tart—apple for choice. At the Arts he 
would have his cup of after-dinner o ffee placed 
on the hob till it was nearly boiling, 
when he sipped it with 
smoked his seventeenth-century “pipe of 
dotties,” or, failing dottles, tobacco of prodig- 
ious strength. Of other beverages, tea, water, or 
beer, he would never pour out any greater quan- 
tity that he could drink at onetime. He had 
peculiarities in his iress. I never saw bim in a 
great-coat. however cold the weather; he would 
often wear a Scotch cap; he was generally ciad 
in a “suit of dittos,” and nearly always carried a 
small waliet slung over his shoulders, whether 
walking in London streets or going to visit at a 
country house. In this wailet he man n 
some mysterious manner, to pack such luggage 
as he considered necessary for a stay wi his 
friends. 

Keene was as intemperate aman in his 
eating as he was in his smoking and tea drink. 
ing, and he fella victim to dyspepsia and 
rheumatism. 


Objects to Newspaper Pictures. 


Mr. Marks is very severe in his cundemna- 
tion of those papers that send reporters 
around among the studios to find out what 
the artists are doing, and oe gee | severe 
upon the illustrated papers that publish half. 
tone reproductions of the pictures at the ex- 
hibitions. He does not object to pen-and-ink 
sketches, but he does object to more compiete 
»epresentations of an artist's work. For ex- 
ample, of the interviewer he says: 

Some few years ago I was finishinga picture 
for the academy. it was an open-air-subject 
and | was painting in the glass-house poruon 
of my n an old hat to protect my 
head from e down draft which came from 
the skylight. Presently there was a knock at the 
studio door, to which there is an approach by the 
side of the house for the convenience of modeis, 
framemakera, etc. Reluctantly leaving my work 
I incautiously opened the door, and seeing a 
smagtly dressed 1 I her to be a model, 
for. the ladies of t profession are frequently 
more gorgeously got vp than the wives or daugh- 
ters of artists. I'm not painting any ladies just 
now. I said; will you leave your address?”’ “ 
I'm not a modei,” replied she, bridling up; * 
represent the Toronto Twaddle , and am writing 
a descriptive article of pictures going to the acad- 
emy.”” Apol ising for my mistake, which was 
the more pardonable as the lady came by the 
back way, I ventured to suggest that she had 
come early in the year—the month was February 
—when she brushed past me, and, taiking volubly 
the while, took mental! notes of everything she 
saw. A short time afterwards | happened to see, 
not if an American jouroal, but in one of the 
evening luminaries of our native press, some high- 
ly interesting remarks aboat my work, studi 
and personal appearance. Among other things 
learned that the approach to my studio, which 
is not a ‘show’ one, is through the stables; that 
I have a florid complexion, gray bair and beard, 
and always paint with my bat on.”

OOREA’S POSTAL EXPERIENCES. 


Office Was Open One Day Only, then It 
Was Burned by Superstitions Natives. 


Corea can boast of having had a postoffice 
for just one day, when, for the unfortunate 
occurrence of a revolutionary uprising, the 
attempt was given up. 

Among the numerous treaties effected with 
Corea in 1884 was one establishing postal re- 
lations with the outer world, whereby Corea 
was to establish a postoffice in Seoul and from 
there deliver letters into the interior by the 
old native system. A postoffice building was

built and a set of postage stamps issued, con- 
sisting of five stamps, respectively 5, 10, 25, 
50, and 100 mons. Dec. 15, 1884, was 
chosen as the night for tne 9 of the 
postoffice and the event was to be celebrated 
in Seout by giving a banquet to the foreign 
legations. It seems that night was also 
| chosen by conspirators as a good night to 
| overthrow the government and during the 
progress of the banquet their plot was carried 
into effect by the starting of a revolution in 
which, among others, the King’s son and sev- 
eral of his Ministers were killed. The lega- 
tion was destroyed and aleo the postoffice. 
Troops were called out and fora time they 
had a lively time in the City of Seoul. The 
uprising ended with the troops driving out of 
town the resident Japanese, who were sup- 
posed to have started revolution with the 
help of some dissatisfied natives. The cause 
of tne outbreak was given as dissutisfaction 
with the treaties just concluded. 

So the Corean Postoffice was open only one 
day, for since that time no further attempt 
has been made to establish one. One reason 
for this is probably the superstitious nature 
of the natives. It is feared that should an- 
other attempt be made in this line it would 
result in the natives detroying the postoffice, 
for they firmly believe that it was the opening 
of the postoffice that brought on the revolu- 
tion, for after the postoffice had been de- 
stroyed the revolution was quelied. 

No mail is known to have left the country 
durmg the short existence of the 1 
and only one letter was received. This was 
from Japan and it was burned with the other

Much of the knock- 
out is due, however, to the force with 
which the failing man’s head and body 
strike the ground. The ideal knockout is a 
blow so delivered as immediately to transmit 
its force to the medulla, where the respira- 
tory centers and the nerves governing the 
heart have, so to speak, their main office. A 
knockout is not so readily accomplished when 
the muscles are in a state of tension, and the 
cervical vertebræ 9 by this rigidity.

The disastrous effect of inereasing railroad 
freight rates has been demonstrated in the case 
of the British companies. which, by joint agree- 
ment, madea general advance on Jan. 1 of last 
year. That advance was calcu ated to bring in 
an extra revenue of $20,000,000. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the revenues decreased $10.000.000 
as compared with the previous year. A part of 
this was due to the great coal strike. ut the 
tonnage of general merchandise, exclusive of 
minerals, showed a decrease of 3.000.000 tons, 
with a loss of $2,500,000 in receipts: Water and 
ordinary road transportation increased greatly, 
to the loss of the railroacs. It does not ray to 
make rates too high any more than it pays to 
make them too low.

RAJLROADING Dow THE E ANDES 


A Rough end Exciting Ride on the Tran- 
saudine Railway. 

A correspondent sends an interesting de- 

seription of a crossing of the Cordillera de los 

Andes, in the present state of the Transan- 


dine railway.

In the case of provisional 
stamps, which are of a most varied character, 
the greatest danger lies, and in this line the 

reatest successes have been achieved by the 
— individuals who appear to be on the 
constant lookout for opportunities to fraud- 
ulently lighten the purses of unsophisticated 
dealers and collectors. 

Early in the history of the postage stamps. 
before the surcharged stamp became the 
philatelic pest that it is considered today, pro 
visional stamps were created by the public by 
cutting stamp of a certain denomination into 
halves and, in a few inastances,into quarters 
to prepay po e in the proportionate 
amount represented by these severed portions 
of the stamp. These split provisionals, as 
they are termed, are valuea as such only when 
on the origina! covers.. In most cases the en- 
tire stamps from which splits were made 
are purchasable for comparatively little 
money, and the counterfeiter has shown him- 
self an adept in converting hem into the rare 
and valuable split provisionals on origi- 
nal envelopes. 

Next in popularity with the philatelic swin- 
dler are the surcharges, or overprinted stam ps, 
suchas the provisional issue of the present 
Hawaiian Government, which consisted of 
the monarchical stamps surcharged with the 
inscription, ** Provisional Govt., 1893,”’ in 
ordinary type. Temptation was given to the 
unlawful speculation by the few copies of the 
12-cent mauve that received the overprint. 
These are now worth $3.50, while the unsur- 
charged stamp is priced at but $1. The sur- 
charged stamps of numerous other countries 
present the same opportunities to the un- 
scrupulous; but no matter how cleverly the 
counterfeiting is done, it rarely if ever passes 
the ordeal! of scrutiny by an expert. 

Sometimes the counterfeiting of the design 
of a stamp is so well done that it can be dis- 
tinguished from the original only by some 
difference in the perforation, paper, or gum 
on the back of the stamp. In cases where tue 
design is particularly dangerous the precau- 
tions taken by different governments for 
their own protection are also valuable safe. 
guards to the collector. Much inventive ge- 
nius has been expended in this direction, not 
alone to prevent imitation, but to preelude 


the reuse of stamps after they had once done

THE LAST OF MANY MILLIONS. 


Only a Few Left of the Giant Tortoises of 
Galapagos. 

Providence’ Journal: Dr. Baur, who prob- 
ably knows more about turtles than any other 
man living, has just returned to Washington 
from the Galapagos Islands. He brings news 
of the almost entire extinction of the gigantic 
tortoises for which that little archipelago 
long ago became celebrated. There are none 
of them left on any of the isles, except Albe- 
marle ang Duncan. Abort a dozen remain 
od Duncan, and a very few survive on Albe- 
marie, high up in the mountains, 

Science regards. these islands as classical 
groand,because Darwin obtained there the first 
ideas which led to the investigations culminat- 
ing in his work on the Origin of Species.“ 
He visited only a portion of the archipelago, 
but his explorations resulted in the discovery 
of an extraordinary fauna, many inds of 
animals being found that were unknown else- 
where in the world. Prof. Baur has added 
largely by his recent expedition to the num- 
ber of peculiar species. He obtained speci- 
mens of twenty-one entirely new species of 
birds, also several new species of lizards, a 
new sort of bat, anda mouse-like rodent 
hitherto unfamiliar to science, 

The most extraordinary of the animals pe- 
culiar to the archipeiago were the huge black 
land tortoises. From them is derived the 
name Galapagos, given by the Spaiards in the 
sixteenth century. Some of these turtles at- 
tained a weight of nearly 1,000 pounds, Un- 
fortunately for them, it was soon discovered 
that they were particularly good to eat, and 
whaling and other vessels acquired a habit 
of stopping at the islands for supplies 
of fresh -meat in this shape. The creatures 
served admirably for the purpose, inas- 
much as they would live on shipboard for 
many months, and could be killed when 
wanted for the table. In this way 6,000 
turtles were taken from Charles Island alone 
in one year. It has been reckoned that no 
fewer than 10,000,000 of the animals have 
been carried away by ships from the archi- 
pelago since its discovery. 

On the whole, it is rather surprising that 
any of them are left. Dr. Baur explored 
Duncan Island thoroughly and found twenty 
tortoises. Of these he took eight, sparing the 
rest. Four of these he sent to Chicago, 
where they are now alive at Lincoln Park; 
the others died. 

The archipelago consists of §fteen small 
islands. The line of the Equator runs directly 
through it. It lies due west from coast of 
Ecuador 650 miles. One reason why the ani- 
mais are so interesting is that they are very 
ancient, being survivors of the tertiary period. 
They are vegetable feeders, browsing on the 
young roots of cacti and grasses. In former 
times they visited the sea periodically, but the 
few survivors have abandoned the custom. Be- 
ing very fond of fresh water, they have had 
the habit of making long pilgrimages to reach 
springs high upon the mountains. To get to 
them they would travel day and night at the rate 
of three or four miles an hour. Thus, in the 
course of centuries, reguiar roads were made 
by them to and from the watering places, and 
it was by following these well-traveled paths 
from the coast that the Spaniards came across 
the springs. 


Raising the Wind in Spain.

The only time jolly Sir John was ever seen 
fairly out of temper was at Newmarket. He 
had had a very bad time, maki him run a 
good old horée called Drumhead to try and 
get hismoney back. There were twelve run- 
ners, and naturaily Sir John expected to get 
a fair price about his horse. He left it till the 
last moment before he went into the rmg to 
„back his animal, when much to his astonish- 
ment and disgust ne was offered 6 to 4. It 
was explained to him that this was on account 
of the American plunger Walton having 
got inside information and backed the horse 
to win a big stake. Ofcourse it was in the 


power of the owner to scratch the horse at the 


last moment, when Walton would, according 
to English rules of betting, have lost his 
money. Sir John did not do this, fearing for 
his good name, but he straight way interviewed 
Mr. Walton, where language of a high order 
was used, eventuating in Sir John attempting 
to carry out his threat of making his book- 
maker play havoc with the other man’s tailor. 

In Peter Sir John owned one of the best 
horses the world has seen, but he would — 
to kick. This he did in the Ascot Cup wit 
Archer on his back, but so good was he that 
he eventually won the race easily. It was the 
non-success of Hoblorn in the Czarowitz 
and the loss of a large sum of money that 
disappointed him to such an extent as to lead 
him to sell his horses, keeping only old 
Scamp, which won for him two big hurdle 
races. 

Randy’s Lucky Dream. 

In looking at .the picture ot Sir John one 
can readily see that he was not of the etuff of 
which dreamers ure made—nor would he 
be very likely to have apy sympathy with 
them.

At the urgent solicitation 
of Alexander Hamilton and other men of the 
hour he consented to serve till May 1. It was 
November of the next year before he finally 
withdrew. 

But such a man is not easily dispensed 
with. Excepting three years, from 1784 til, 
1787. Mr. Morris’ public services continued 
for the next twelve years. In 1787 he was a 
delegate to the convention which framed the 
Constitution, and the followmg year saw him 
elected from Pennsylvania to the long term 
in the first United * Senate. While in 
the Senate he devised the system of coinage, 
which, simplified at the hands of Thomas Jef. 
ferson, is one we use today. 

During al these years Mr. Morris main- 
tained a handsome reeidence in Philadelphia. 
The great men of his time were his intimates 
and shared his hospitality. The monstrous 
care and anxiety which were his do not seem 
to have made him other than his natural, 
buoyant self. In none of the many accounts 
we have of himself and his home during these 
times do we find mention of any look or word 
betraying the strain under which he must 
have lived. In oneof his letters he thanks 
God for his temperament which can put aside 
all care at bedtime and let him sleep. 

Morris“ Financial Fall. 

Now imagine the downfall of this man. 
Imagine his credit, his standing in the estima- 
tion of men growing weaker and weaker, and 
the fine old gentleman fighting, game to the 
end. The calm historian may figure that he 
caused his own ruin by wild transactions after 
he left office, that his connection with the 
Revolution had nothing to do withit. Some, 
indeed, have sought to éstablish that he was 
never wealthy and that his. credit was ficti- 
tious from the start. Though he had caused 
his own ruin, though he had stolen money, one 
could forgive a man all whose personal credit 
once—nay, twice—saved his country, May be 
this credit was fictitious, but maybe fiction 
doesn’t come pretty close to fact when for 
eighteen years men and banks and nations 
loan money on it without question! The fact 
remains that he associated himself with the 
government a rich man and emerged in a 
debtor’s prison. 

Mr. Morris began to notice the decline of 
his credit in 1798 or 94. while in the midst 
of colossal land speculations for the purpose 
of meeting his never-ending obligations. 

In 1796 his new bouse on Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia, was sold under the hammer be- 
fore its completion. When at last the finan- 
cial crash came to Mr. Morris there was for 
him no pity but in words, no seeming mem- 
ory of what he had been and achieved, no 
second great-hearted Morris to save him 
from a debtor’s prison, as he had saved his 
country from oypression. Washington came 
to seo him and ‘Hamilton wrote him dunning 
letters; but he was not released, not till the 
law allowed, 

In a Debtor's Prison. 

So poor was Mr. Morris that for the first 
few months of his confinement he could not 
afford a bedroom in the prison, but had, as 
he expressed it, “to sleep in other people’s 
beds. In another letter he writes: “Ihave 
no money to buy bread for my family.“ 

Notwithstanding his wretched existence at 
this time it is recorded that in his intercourse 
with people he never lost the buoyant, 
sanguine disposition which had made him 
what he had been and perhaps, alas, what he 
was. Friends came to the prison on his in- 
vitation to dine with him; they found the 
same magnetic nost who had built the first 
private conservatory in America to adjoin the 
dining-room of his now vanished mansion, 
serving with geniai face the poor fare of the 

rison. 
5 Upon hie release from prison Mr. Morris 
and his wife took up their residence in a cheap 
part of Phiiadelphia. Here the great finan- 
cier lived the few years remaining to him. 

it would be curious to know if the old man 
ever strolled into that part of the city where 
were buildings he used to own and banks 
that he used to be President of and men who 
once toadied to him. Probably he did. and 
proba b.y it never occurred to his soaring 

nature that he was a pathetic figure.
